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THE WAR SOARE AND THE 
IRISH SITUATION. 
& MORE GLOOMY OUTLOOK THAN EVER 
—CHURCHILL’S RUSSIAN TRIP—THE 
IRISH RENT REDUCTIONS. 
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LONDON, Dec. 30.—To the stories of the 
concentration of Russian troops in Poland, of 
which the Times to-day is filled, there are now 
added circumstantial accounts of a great move- 
ment of troops into Bessarabia, all along the 
Roumanian-Turkish frontiers. What truth there 
isin these reports itis naturally impossible to 
gay. butitis certain that the war scare, instead 
of dissipating during the holidays as was ex- 
pected, is looming up larger day by day. 

Much talk is indulged in both here and on the 
Continent about Lord Randolph Churchili’s cu- 
rious visit to 8%. Petersburg and his interview 
with the Czar. itis so obvious to those who are 
reasonably well informed in English politics 
that he has sone to the Russian capital 
on his own account that Lord  Salis- 
bury’s announcement the press that 
he has no diplomatic mission whatever 
is regardea by Churchill’s friends as a gratui- 
tous official snub. On the Continent, however, 
the-quidnunes persist in believing that he rep- 
resents the English Government, and whole 
columns are devoied in the newspapers to spec- 
ulation as to his purpose. No doubt something 
sensational may be expected as a result of his 
visit. Heis going to play the old gameofa 
eandid friend to the Ministry when the session 
of Parliament opens, and it is thonght most 
likely that he will attack tooth and nail any at 
tempt on the part of Lord Salisbury to commit 
England to the support of the triple alliance. 

Ihear from Dublin to-night that Mr. Thomas 
Sexton is scarcely expected to live. There will 
certainly be no installation as Lord Mayor, and 
as Mr. Sullivan is in prison an unprecedented 
municipal vacuum will intervene next week. 

The fierce discussion on the rent-reduction 
order continues, and the prospect now is that 
the Irish Jandlords in Parliament will sign a 
round robin against it. I am assured that, what- 
ever happens, there is now no danger of 4 fam- 
ine in Ireland duriug the Winter. Both potatoes 
and fuel are plentiful, but the rent question is 
more burning daily. It now appears that the 
net reduction under the Government’s decree 
only averages 12 per cent. instead of 14, and it 
is said that Commissioner O’Hagan declined to 
sign because the reductions were inadequate. 

Both of the Winter exhibitions of the Royal 
Academy and the Grosvenor Gallery gave press 
views to-day, and revealed the best art shows of 
the sort ever seen in London. At the latter 
there is a whole wall of Hogarths, an unprece- 
flented collection. 

Peculiar hardships have been entailed upon 
the 230 people employed at the Grand Theatre, 
{slington, by yesterday’s fire. They had been 
rehearsing gratuitousiy for five weeks, and were 
then burned out before a week of the panto- 
mime of “ Whittington and his Cat” had run. 
Many of them are in great destitution, and the 
Savage Club has opened a fund for their relief.

A PANIC IN WHICH SEVERAL 
WERE INJURED. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 830.—Two legs slippe 
from under a stove standing on a little platform 
in front of the stage in a hall at 99 West 
Randolph-street this evening, where took place 
the Christmas exercises of the Haymarket 
migsion of the First Congregational Church and 
lurehed forward, falling on its face. Richard E. 
Lay, the Secretary of the mission, who was 
taking tickets at the door, . lost his 
head and shouted ‘Fire.’ There were 
about 60 children and adults in the 


hallat the time and as many more ina passage 
three feet wide leading from the street to the 
hall waiting to get in. The _ children 
and their friends forgot the Christmas 
trees on the stage and = rushed for 
the door, while those in the passage turned and 
ran toward the street. There were storm doors 
at the street end of the passage, but the 
passage was crooked, and in a minute it 
was full of struggling, shrieking, men, 
women, and childrez, wedged in solidly, 
There was no fire, but awful fear of one, and a 
panic. Not until the police reached the out- 
side door and drew out those nearest did 
more than half. a dozen persons leave the 
passage. Then it was found that Emil Way, 10 
ae old, and Willie Ferguson. a little younger, 
ad been crushed and trampled upon and re- 
ceived injuries which will probably prove fatal. 
Tillie and Louisa Lemker, children of 10 
years, were also trampled upon and 
seriously injured and many others were more or 
less bruised. The cificers of the mission mani- 
fested a disposition to suppress the facts of the 
accident, which occurred before the exercises 
began. After the panic most of the people went 
back and the Christmas presents were dis- 
tributed.

PASSENGERS SAVED. 


A TRAIN GOES THROUGH A TRESTLE 
AND IS BURNED. 

Om City, Penn., Dec. 30.—This evening 
at 7 o’clock a mixed trainon the Pittsburg 
and Western Road, composed of seven freight 
and two passenger cars, went through 
a trestle near St. Petersburg and was 
precipitated to the bottom of a _ gully, 
a distance of 30 feet. Almost instantly the 
wreck took fire from the car stoves, and ina 
short time the entire wreck was a mass of 
flames. The passengers all succeeded in 


getting out of the wreck, ‘and po loss 
of life has been reported. The seriously 
injured were: James Hulings, Edenburg, 
Penn.; A. Kisson, Elk City, Penn.; John Atkin- 
son, Parker, Penn.; D. Hilliard, Edenburg; W. 
Hann, St. Petersburg, and D. White, Foxburg. 
Is is supposed that several of the cars 
loaded with bark were tvupheavy and 
overbalanced, and when the train struck 
the trestle the cars capsized, breaking down 
two spans of the bridge. A remarkable feature 
of the affair was that the entire train, including 
the tender, went down, leaving the locomotive 
on the track with the engineer and fireman in 
their seats.. All the injured will be taken to 
their homes to-morrow.

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THE BERNHARDT WEDDING 
ALL PARIS DOES HONOR 10 
THE GREAT AUTRESS. 

THE CROWD IN THE CHURCH, THE 


BRIDE AND HER ATTENDANTS, AND 
THE NUPTIAL FESTIVITIES.

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Paris, Dec. 30.—To say that all Paris 
went to the marriage of Maurice Beruhardt with 
the young and very beautiful Princess Terka 
would give but a feeble idea of the elegant 
throng that crowded to overflowing the Church 
of St. Honoré G’Eyian. The entire affair was 
managed most discreetly and quietly and witha 
sort of aristocratic simplicity as unexpected as 
itis unusual where the parties are prominent in 
the theatrical world. At the civil marriage on 
the morning of the previous day only the two 
mothers and the witnesses—Count Sauvage and 
Deputy Tony Reveillon—were present, and the 
toilets even were every-day and sensible. The 
hest Morning at theearly hour of 10,people began 
to gather at the church to such an extent that 
at 11 the Curé himself was obliged to pass 
around and ask to sce the invitations. All those 
not having the precious parchment were in- 
vited to leave, which they did very quietly, 
reckoning on a later entrance with: the cortége. 
The doors of the church were then closed and a 
strict watch kept at the side entrance, the cen- 
tral doors opening only to admit the bride. The 
organist of the church kindly played all the 
time, so there was not a trace of ennui in the air. 

I might as well speak of the music at once. 
Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, who could have had the 
whole musical world at her feet, had managed 
this with thesame decorum and unostentation as 
the rest. A violin solo by M. Wonbert, a favor- 
ite Parisian artist of the day, hailing originally 
from New-Orleans, the quartet of the church 
choir, and the ‘‘Ave Maria” solo by M. Lau- 
rain of the Grand Opera, made up a very simple 
programme. The altar was decorated with palins 
and camellias, but with no exaggeration. None 
of those familiar with Parisian celebrities could 
name all the mondaines, from the beauty of 
Mme. Bernadaki to Mme. Ratazzi de Rute. 
The demi-mondaines were absent, but all the 
actresses turned out from Mlle. Brandes to 
Mile, Magmir. The literary world, academi- 
cians, authors, and poets, were there with their 
families. The journalists were also out in full 
force, headed by M. de Blowitz and Campbell 
Clark. The painters were represented by 
Clairin, Duez, Jourdan, Detaille, Bouguereau, 
Marcius, Simons, Gervex, and hosts of others. 

Suddenly a tremendous shout is heard, the 
church doors open, and it is a question of some 
moments whether the bridal party will ever be 
able to alight and get into the church at all, so 
wellis the crowd filling the large square in a 
compact mass to get a glimpse of Mme. Bern- 
harat. She has tostop and bow and smile and 
finally beg to be allowed to follow her 
son, who stands near his mother. First to 
enter is the Princess Terka, a _ brunette 
with magnificent eyes and youthful, slen- 
dex figure. She wears a severely plain 
white satin robe, with a train six inches in 
length, a tulle veil covering her entirely, witha 
coronet of orange blossoms. The young lady 
wore no jewels, and yet her marriage portion is 

$600,000. She was leaning on the arm of M, 
Tony Reveillon. Behind her came her mother, 
a fine-looking lady of almost majestic presence. 
Her long train of heliotrope velvet was one 
mass of fine steel embroidery. In her bonnet 
were pale yellow crush roses. 

And then came La Bernhardt, looking about 
20, in a short costume of mouse-gray Sicilienne, 
the frout one loose, wavy mass of natural folds 
asit was caught uptothe left just below the 
waist. Over this she wore a plain silver-gray 
plush redingote, trimmed with dark fur around 
the neck and down the front. She wore her 
usual Kate Greenaway-shaped bonnet of pink 
velvet, with a bit of dark furanda few roses. She 
seemed as happy as women well can be, and 
as she walked slowly down the aisle with that 
undulating carriage so peculiar and graceful in 
Sarah hundreds of hands were stretched out to 
her and she smiled and stopped, and the ovation 
continued and tout Paris was jubilant and as 
pleased as the great actress herself. There is no 
mistake about Sarah Bernhardt’s popularity. 
She is literally idolized, and her creation of ‘‘ La 
Tosca” grows better and inore enduring every 
day. 

The wedding cortége was composed of the im- 
mediate family and the demoiselles d’honneur, 
one of whom was a daughter of Jeanne Bern- 
hardt, Countess de Sauvage, Mile. Albema, and 
a dozen or more pretty young girls, companions 
of the Princess Terka at the Julian studio. One 
of the latter very obligingly gave me the follow- 
ing details, all unconscious of their mission. 

The Princess Terka met a girl cousin of 
Maurice Bernhardt in her painting class and 
they became great friends. When Mme. Bern- 
hardt fell ill, Terka came to see her frequently 
and belped nurse her and then met La Bernhardt 
and her son. It was a case of love at first sight, 
and they became engaged about a month ago to 
the surprise of allthe Julian studio, since Mlle. 
Terka had always been emphatic in her decided 
resolution never to marry. She is 24 and 
Maurice is 23. i 

Tho bridal party received the congratulations 
of the notabiities present in the sacristy. It 
took over two hours for the crowd to pass in and 
out by relays to avoid suffocation. In thesquare 
outside the same ovation was given to Mme. 
Berntardt, while the young couple were driven 
in a sumptuous new coupé down a side street to 
the residence of the Princess Jablonowska on 
the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne. There lunch 
was served, and at Mme. Bernhardt’s house the 
reception was held later. The windows were 
open, notwithstanding tne snow-clad streets. 
Policemen tried to keep the way clear, and 
equipages thronged as if a new Ambassador was 
receiving. Her Majesty Sarah deigned to give 
welcome to tout Paris, and tout Paris was as 
delighted and joyous as the Dramatic Queen her- 
self, 

The Porte Saint Martin closed its doors last 
night to give La Bernhardt a rest and every- 
body peked their noses against the closed doors 
of the Grand Opera. ‘Don Giovanni” was an- 
nounced and could not be given because there 
was no one in condition to sing Masetto. Car- 
riages came rolling up until 10 o’clock, and the 
language of their inmates was frequently un- 
printable.

VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Dec. 30.—The 
northwest gale still prevails to-night. The 
steamer Storm King of Boston carried mails and 
passengers of Vineyard across the Sound this 
afternoon, the regular steamboats not being 
able to run. 


CHATHAM, Mass., Dec. 30.—The westerly 
gale has moderated but slightly to-night. The 
fleet before reported remains anchored off here. 
The schooner Weybossett started, but anchored 


again east of Pollockrip. The tug Sequin, with 
the barge David Brown of New-York in tow, 
anchored under the beachiat 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing and remains. The only vessels that passed 
to-day are the steamer General Whitney, New- 
York for Boston, and the tug Luther C. Ward, 
with abarge for New-York. The Ward had a 
very hard pull over the shoals. 


Macutas, Me., Dee. 30.—The gale of 
Wednesday night last is said by experienced 
seamen to have been the heaviest experienced 
in this section since 1869. At Jonesport a large 
number of vessels were driven ashore and four 
were stranded on Pig Island. No bad wrecks 
are reported, but all were more or less seriously 
damaged. Several had their foremasts car- 
ried away. Houses were damaged and barns 
unroofed in several shore towns. 


PORTLAND, Me., Dec, 30.—The brig Hy- 
perion, from Philadelphia for Portland, with 
coal, was towed in to-day by the revenue cut- 
ter Dallas, having lost her jib, foretopmast 
staysail, anchor, and 77 fathoms of chain, and 
had her main boom broken. She was off the Cape 
all night, beyond control of her crew, and had a 
hard time to weather the gale. Four men were 
trostbitten and the rest of the crew were com- 
pletely worn out. 


MILWAUKER, Dec. 30.—A severe blizzard 
set in this afternoon, and to-night there has been 
a heavy fall of snow, which a howling 
gale has heapedin great drifts. Freight trains 
have been suspended on most of the reads 
entering here, and efforts are being made to keep 
the lines open for passenger and mail trains.

A TERRIFIC SNOWSTORM. 


IT IS RAGING WITH GREAT FIERCENESS 
OVER THE NORTHWEST. 

St. Paut, Minn., Dec. 30.—A terrific 
snowstorm is raging allover the Northwest to- 
day. It started west of Bismarck, Dakota, 
early this morning, and by noon trains at that 
place were all behind time, and this afternoon 
word came that alltrains on the Northern Pa- 
cific had been abandoned. The Manitoba trains 
were alllate at noon, and travel wiil doubtless 


be entirely suspended on that line to-night, The 
Hastings and Dakota Division of the 
Milwaukee Road is blocked, and _ trains 
which left Millbank this morning will not 
get threugh. It looks now as though every road 
in the State will be blocked to-night. The Chi- 
cago trains all started out from here on time 
this afternoon, but will not be able to make 
much progress.

The storm is gen- 
eral, and, while the weather is nut very cold, the 
wind is blowing a gale, and thereis great danger 
that persons who may be caught on the prairies 
will perish.

They blew open the 
safe in Thorpe & Rogers’s carriage factory 
without finding any money, and were at work on 
the safe in the lumber office of Nolin & Son when 
they were interrupted by Night Watchman

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WILL INSIST UPON AN ADVANCE. 

Fatt RIVER, Mass., Dee. 30.—The wages 
question and the advisability of renewing the 
demand for an advance of wages was informally 
discussed at a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Spinners’ Union to-night, but no 
new action was taken, it being deemed best 
to postpone action until the regular monthly 
mesting of the union which will beg held one 
week from Tuesday night. The  prin- 
cipal discussion was over the wording of 
the. circular to be issued calling the 
meeting, and this was left practically in the 


hands of Senator Howard, the Secretary. Tho 
loom fixers aiso held their annual meet- 
ing to-night and discussed the. wage 
question. They will not be likely to take 
any action until the spinners or weavers have 
taken some decisive steps, but will probably 
support whatever action is decided upon by 
either the spinners or weavers. The complaints 
of the members of weavers’ Assemblies of 
Knights of Labor have been referred to the local 
Executive Board, which has appointed a com- 
mittee to ascertain the prices paid for weav- 
inug different grades of goods at the 
several mills in the city, with a view 
of asking for the adoption of a 
uniform schedule of prices at the different 
Mmilis, which shall do away with the present 
irregularity of wages on new styles of goods at 
different mills. / 

This is atpresent a fruitful source of com- 
plamt. The price of print cloths to-day ad- 
vanced to 5—three and five-eighth cents— 
which is the figure at which the Commit- 
tee of Manufacturers, at the conference 
with the committee of spinners one year ago, 
agreed to advance wages. This has raised the 
expectations of the operatives to the highest 
pitch and, unless the manufacturers make gooa 
their promise, a renewal of the demand for an 
advance will undoubtedly be made and? 
a refusal will, 1n all hkelihood, be followed 
by a big strike. The feeling among the 
operatives in favor of insisting on an 
advance, appears very strong and under the 
existing circumstances, it woula not take 
much to precipitate trouble. Among 
the spinners, however, who seem to hold the 
key to the situation, there is a disposition to 
give the manufacturers a full opportunity to 
show the guvod faith of the promises made a year 
ago,

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THE STRIKERS’ LAST CARD 


AN ORDER WHICH WAS ONL? 
OBEYED IN ONE DIVISION, 
BUT THE PHILADELPHIA KNIGHTS SAY 

THEY WILL ALSO STRIKE, AND 
TROUBLE IS THEREFORE EXPECTED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 31.—The situation 
in this: city has radicaliy changed during the 
night, and it now seems probable that very few 
Knights of Labor will return to work on 
the Reading Railroad this morning. 
All the nine local assemblies in the city met in 
the night, and it was decided that ail should 
strike except the men in the passenger service, 
track-walkers, and signal tower men. Del- 
from ali the local assemblies 
afterward. met at the headquarters of 
Assembiy No. 5,890, where a great 
meeting was in progress. The men were ex- 
cited over the fact that the company yesterday 
djscharged all the Philadelphia delegates to the 
Reading convention, including Master Work- 
mau Gleason of No. 5,890. A bitter fight seems 
inevitable. ; 
LEADING, Penn., Dec. 50.—When at 3:30 
this morning the delegation came out of, Ex- 
celsior Hall, where they had been in session all 
night, and announced that they had ordered a 
general strike to take in every man in the em- 
Pioy of the Reading company with the ex- 
ception of passenger train crews, trackmen, 
signal tower men, and crossing watchmen, 
they were very enthusiastic and said they had 
given Superintendent Sweigard one of the big- 
gest jobs he had ever undertaken. There was 
no indication of a strike here to-day, and as 
far as known to-night none will take 
place. The Reading convention did noth- 
ing final respecting the miners’ difficulty 


with the company. The miners are working 
under an agreement with the company which is 
binding on all parties upto Jan. 1, the miners 
getting the 8 per cent. advance until then. The 
delegates to the convention from the coal regions 
gave the miners’ side of the case, and un- 
less they are given the 8 per cent. advance after 
Jan. 1 the miners will undoubtedly strike. The 
convention argued that the miners should give 
the railroad employes all the financial and moral 
support possibie, and that when the time came 
for both parties to be in the same boat 
they would help each other all they conid. 

Tamaqua telegraphs to-night: 

“The order to call out all Knights of Laborem- 
ployes on the Philadelphia and Reading except 
miners and passenger crews was received here at 25 
o'clock this morning. The men will be ordered to 
quit work and the order will probably be obeyed.” 

The latest information obtainable to-night is 
that Manager McLeod has authorized Capt. 
Linden of Philadeiphia to organize acompany 
police force of several hundred men to guard 
the company’s property throughout the coai 
regions. To the sutprise of the Reading officials 
in this city the order issued by the convention 
to strike has beeu pretty generally obeyed 
throuhgout the coalregions. This is the latest 
received to-night. it was thonght that the men 
would not respond, but from advices received 
here this evening all trains on the Mahanoy 
and Shamokin Division have come to astandstiil 
and probably 800 men are ilde in con- 
sequence. During the gréat strike of 
1874, when the miners stood out for 
six months, the greatest difficulty was experi- 
enced on this division, About 35 engines are 
stationed at Mahanoy Plane from where several 
thousand coal cars are distributed and collected 
daily from the various mines in that 
section. All collieries in the Shenandoah 
districs are supplied from this point. 
At Gordon the company has seme 25 
engines and crews are employed in distributing 
cars hoisted over Gordon Piane. The employes 
at these points quit work to-day and in conse- 
quence both pianes are idle. This seriousir 
cripples the coal trade, and should the miners 
strike, and there is apparently very little doubt 
that they will, it is difficult to foretell the con- 
sequences, 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30.—The order for a 
strike issued at 5 o’clock this morning by the 
convention at Reading fell utterly flat in this 
city. The strike is no bigger to-day than it was 
yesterday, and there is no Sign of a strike any-. 
where in this city except Pert Richmond. At 
Willow and Noble street wharves and along 
Pennsylvania-avenue the men, mest of them 
Knights of Labor, were at work allday. Some 
of the freights were delayed on account of the 
trouble experienced by new men in running 
their engines. No general strike oceurred be- 
tween this city and Reading, and it was the 
opinion of the freight handlers, engineers, con- 
ductors, &c., along Pennsyivaniaavenue tuagt 
not a hundred men along their line wonld 
go out on the order to strike. .The men said 
they had received no order to strike up 
to 6 ovclock, and freely stated that 
they would not obey it in any event. 
Notices were posted up at the Willow and Nobile 
street wharves announcing the yards would be 
closed on Jan. 2.* This is only a holiday notice, 
as all men who work on Sunday will be given @ 
holiday on Monday, for which the freight han- 
dlers will be paid their day’s wages. There was 
no dissatisfaction discernable and no desire to 
strike.; The Reading ge due at Broad and 
Callowhill streets at 725 this afternoon, 
brought down 130 laborers to take the 
— of the Port Richmond strikers. 

hey were dropped at the West Falis 

station, and sent over to Port Richmond on the 
coal cars. Superintendent Bonzano said he did 
not think the Schuyikill miners would strike, as 
they are receiving 8 cents per day more than 
any other anthracite miners in the State. He 
did not know whether or not the company 
would renew the contract on the first of the 
year. At Third and Berks streets the men were 
all at work and the freight and passenger trains 
were moving on time. Dispatcher Geary, who 
has charge of this division, said: “ I have had a 
full force of men at work since Tuesday, and we 
are handling the freicht as fast as itis received. 
Early this morning ey age 2 was received by 
the operator on duty in this office, which was 
signed by John L. Lee, calling on all Knights of 
Labor to quit work atnoon. The dispatch is 
still in the office and no one has called te get it. 
None of our men have paid any attention to it, 
and those who were discharged for not report- 
ing for work on Tuesday are begging hard to get 
back. Reports from all the stations aloug the 
line say that everything is quie.and the men 
are all at work.” : 

Hiram Meek, a conductor on the North Penn 
Branch of the Reading Railroad, said: ‘‘I saw 
the telegram from Lee at Lansdale. All Ican 
say is he and all the rest of them may call —— 
the men to quit as often as they please, but 
none of the passenger men will obey any order 
issued by the Knights of Labor.” 

Superintendent Bonzano said the only trouble 
on his division was at Norristown, where six 
men quit work. They were the engineers and 
firemen and conductors of the through > yy one 
and a shifter. Their places were tilled - 
mediately, and the freight train arrived in this 
city about an hour late. 

Operations on the Port Riehmond coal piers 
were nearly at a standstill to-day. This was 
not the result of the new-order for a general 
strike, as the men had gone out on Wednesday, 
and the number of the strikers was not in- 
creased to-day. The most exciting event in 
Port Richmond te-day was the destruction by 
tire of a small oftice near the William-street ceal 
dump at 10 o’clock. The Fire Department was 
cailed out and prevented the fire from spreact- 
ing to the adjacent building, where valuable 
machinery was stored. Nothing of mach vaine 
was destroyed by the fire except the plans 
for the erection of the new dumping 
machines. There is a difference of opinion about 
the origin of the fire. The officers of the road in 
charge of the port sav they have direct 
proof that it was incendiary. The reward of 
$1,000 by the company 1s still@jeffered for 
the detection of any one doing damage to their 
property, and the Executive Committee of the 
strikers have also offered $2,000 for the same 
purpose. The strikers deny that the fire is 
of incendiary origin, and two policemen 
support them by alleging that an ever- 
heated stove started the flames. Some of 
the strikers are not as peaceful as 
they were at the beginning of the troubies, and 
a ovowd congregated at the foot of William- 
atreet in the morning and tried to intimidate 
the laborers at the Taylor pier. They were dis- 
persed by the police, Superintendent Keim in 
the morning received this letter:

Company said to-day that 21 collieries started 
this morning, but 4 were afterward compelled to 
stop for want of cars. Some of those working 
yosurday were stopped for the same cause, the 

reakers being full. The shipment from the 
collieries yesterday footed up over1,100 cars. 
Mr. Veith does not take much stock In the talk 
of a strike by the miners. “The agreement was

Mr. Starin, of course, 
was enticed to the Gilsey House by a 
ruse.

THE PACIFIC ROADS’ DEBTS 


A PLAN BY WHICH 
MAY BE PAID. 
THE MAJORITY OF THE GOVERNMENT 
COMMISSION REPORTS A BILL WHICH 
EX-GOV. PATTISON DOES NOT LIKE. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Under the act 
of Congress approved “March 3, 1887, enti- 
tiled “An act authorizing an investigation of 
the books, accounts, and methods of railroads 
which have received aid from the United 
States, and for other purposes,’ the Presi- 
dent appointed Messrs. Robert E. Pattison, 
of Pennsylvania, E. Ellery Anderson of New- 
York, and David T. Littler of Ilimois Commis- 
sioners to carry on the investigation. Two re- 
ports have been submitted to the President—a 
majority report by Messrs. Anderson and Lit- 
tler and a minority report by Mr. Pattison.

The report of the majority, after reciting

The indications are that the company’s income 
would be sufficient to comply with the require- 
ments of the proposed bill, but being owned by 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway Com- 
pany, its earnings are largely dependent on that 
company. The commission therefore suggests 
the-appointment by Congress of a board to con- 
clude an adjustment of the indebtedness. 

The commission next discusses the question of 
legislation, looking to the adjustment of the re- 
lations between the Pacitis Railway Companies 
and the Government, and declares that in its 
{adepons it would have been impossible to 

ave enforced ‘the provision which was 
contained in ail the bills pending in the Forty- 
ninth Congress, calling for theimmediate matur- 
ity of the entire demand of the United States in 
the event of any default in the payment of any 
of the installments provisioned for, 

In the computation of the present value of the 
debt it is directed that the amount held 
in the sinking fund of the United States 
shall be deducted after discounting the 
net amount of that debt at the maturi- 
ty of the bonds, and not before 
effecting such discount. This is manifestly 
just, because the amount in the sinking fund, 
which is now the property of the companies, is 
presently turned over to the United States as its 
property. The accretions to this fund from 
the present time to the date of maturity 
will be the property of the United States, 
and it therefore follows that a discount 
on this portion of the total debt at 
the date of maturity. should be allowed for 
the interval between that date and the 
present time. This discount is not allowed if 
the amount in the sinking fund is deducted trom 
the totaldebt at maturity before efiecting the 
discount instead of afterward.

THE MINORITY REPORT. 

he report of ex-Gov. Pattison of Penn- 
sylvania covers 20 pages, with 48 additional 
pages of specifications in support of the general 
statements contained in the report. It recites 
the history of the grant of subsidy bonds 
amounting to $64,623,512. It gives the figures 
showing the payment of interest for 30 years by 
the Government on these bonds, amounting to 
$114,261,247; the grant of 26,000,000 acres of 
land to the railread companies, on which they 
have realized $39,479,213 71, with lands worth 
$26,000,000 yet unsold; the receipt by the com- 
panies of aid from other sources, amounting to 
$3,070,877, and the further advantage of $199,- 
790,250, representing the value of the use of 


the Government’s annual advances ot $3,877,- 
410, which it does not reguire the companies to 
repay until the maturity of the subsidy bonds in 
1895-99.

The Central Branch received 
$386,700 cash fer stock, and issned $980,600, 
The four companies received less than $2,000,- 
G00 in money for stock, yet their officers swore 
that over $97,000,000 of stock had been ‘“ actu- 
ally paid in.” 

The stock of the Sioux City 
was fully paid. But in return for every $40 
paid in each stockholder received $650 shortly 
after the completion of-the road, either in cash 
or in negotiable bonds, in addition to his certiti- 
cate of ownership.

Section 1 instructs the Secretary of the Treasury 
to ascertain the totul indebtedness of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Copan? and the Kansas Pacific 
Railroad Company, to which the Government’s sub- 
sidy bonds were issued, uvon the same principai as 
if the principal and interest paid ana to be pald by 
the United States were to be discharged in cash on 


purposes; that the four'men who controlled 
the Central Pacific, Messrs. Stanford, Hunt- 
ington, Hopkins, and Crocker, had diverted 
the earnings of that company through con- 
tracts made by themselves, with themselves, for 
constraction, leases, and repairs. 

They took leases of their own lines from them- 
selves for the Central‘Pacific at the rate of near- 
ly 13 per cert. per annum. They also leaned the 
funds to themselves to build the Southern Pacitic, 

The Central Pacific Company also expended 
$4,818,355 67, of which the managers declined 
to give any explanation orto permit others to 
explain, 

In the accounts of the Union Pacific it was 
found tha’ $38,000,000 of the funds of that com- 
pany had veen expended for the construction of 
branch lines; that many millions additional had 
been squandered in the purchases of bankrupt 
branch lines at excessive —— 

The aided companies disbursed for legal ex- 
penses $5,081,659 08; paid interest, $140,212,- 
332 20; dividends, $63,298,105, while in 138 
years they have paid the Government only 
$30,955,039 61 of a debt which, at maturity, 
will amount to $178,884,759 50. 


LAND PATENTS AND TAX EVASION. 


Three of the hond-aided companies—the Cen- 
tral Pacific, Union Pacific, and Kansas Pacific 
~have persistently evaded local taxation. 

Had the Pacific railroads been built and man- 
aged upoa honest methods these companies, as 
a whole, could have declared dividends of 6 per 
cent. per annum for 18 years, from the date of | 
actual completion te the present time, upon ail 
the moneys that they would have been required 
to pay in to complete and equip the roads; they | 
would have owned 2,495 miles of roads free 
from all debt, and worth $124,600,000, 
upon an original outlay of less than $35,490,- 
381. 44, -and three of them-—-the Union 
Pacific, Central Pacifie, and Central Branch 
—could have repaid every cent of the 
principal and interest advanced by the.Govern- 
ment to date, and couid have reduced their 
charges to shippers to the extent of over $140,- 
000,000, or néarly $8,000,000 per year. For $1 
the stockholders would have realized $1 07 in 
dividends in 18 years, and $1 1T in land sales. 
The property would bave been free from debt, 
and for every dollar that they had invested the 
stockholders would have had in property over 
$4, so thatin 18 years each dollar would have 
yielded $6 18. 

Toward the extinguishment of its debt ihe 
Union Pacific Railway Company said it woula pay 
$35,000,000. The officials of the Central Pacific 
said that the aided portion of that line was not 
worth more than the first mortgage of $27,855,- 
680, which is prior to the Government lien, thus 
leaving the Government without any return for 
its unpaid advances thus far made, amounting 
to $49,000,000; $1,000,000 was offered in 
liquidation of the Government’s claim against 
the Sioux City and Pacific, amounting to over 
$3,000,000, so that the commission was offered 
only $36,000,000 in settlement of a claim the 
presens;worth of which is $122,482,106 32. 

The consolidation of the Union Pacific with 
the Kansas Pacific and Denver Pacific, in Janu- 
ary, 1880, was a fraud upon the Government by 
which Jay Gould, Russell Sage, Sidney Dillion, 
Frederick L. Ames, and other Directors loaded 
upon the Union Pacific over $20,000,000 of 
worthless securities for their own advantage 
and profit.

By Section 16 the Union Pacific Road, if it accepts 
the terms of the act, is authorized at any time before 
July 1, 1889, to release to the United States all the 
public lands heretofore conveyed by patent, which 
remain unsold, and which shall, at the the time of 
release be tree from incumbrance. On the release 
of this land the Secretary of the Treasury shall al- 
low tothe company $1 25 peracre as a Cash pay- 
ment on account of the bonds authorized by this act, 
and shall cancel and deliver to the company .so 
many of the bonds as shall, with accrued interest, 
equal the value of the lands at the specified rate per 
acre. 

Section 17 requires the Attorney-General to enforce 
the provisions of this act, and submit a report to the 
President annually, or oftener if necessary thereon, 
which report shall be submitted to Congress. Until 
the settlement of this act ali existing provisions of 
law shall remain in force. If the settlement fail 
then the provisions of séctions 13 and 14 of this act 
shall take effect after July 1, 1888.

THE MAJORITY RECOMMENDA- 


TION. 


“The majority of the commission recommend 
an extension of the time for payment of the | 
debts of all the companies for 50 years, on cer- 
tain terms. The testimony shows that, except 
the Union Pacitic, none ef these companies have 
agreed to, or will or can accept the terms recom- 
mended by the majority. The traffic manager 
of the Central Pacific testified that his company 
could not pay the debt, and that an extension 
for an indefinite time woulda not be sufficient to 
enable it todoso. The fact is, that as to all the 
companies except the Union Pacific, their 
bankruptey is so complete and irretrievable 
that no part of their indebtedness can ever 06 
recovered by the Government except by innme- 
diate compulsory legal process. The actual ef- 
tect, therefore, of the report of the majority of 
the commission is that its recommendation of 
extension of the time for payment is impracti- 
cal and impotent as to all these companies ex- 
cept the Union Pacifie, and, if adopted, could 
only result in the failure of the Government to 
realize any portion of the indebtedness. 

OBJECTIONS TO EXTENSION, 

“ The objections to an extension of the time of 
payment of the det of the Union Pacific are 
many and insuperable, and were strongly urged 
upon the Commissioners when testimony was 
taken in Kansas, Nebraska, and Colorado, The 
Union Pacific Company has received $176,294,- 
793 53 in surplus carnings and land sales dur- 
ing 18 years, and 1f its stock had been fully paid, 
as Congress required that it should be, and 
as its officers certitied under oath that it was, 
nearly all of that money would be applicable to- 
day to the payment of the Government debt. The 
company has paid out $28,650,770 in dividends 


all of which were distributed to shareholders 
without consideration; it has sunk over $10,- 
000,000 in the Denver. South Park and Pagific; 
it paid out $10,000,000 to Jay Gould and his 
associates for branch lines and other inveat 
ments which were worthless, and which were 
unloaded upon the Union Pacitic because of 
the faithlessness of the management of the com- 
What assurance, then, can there be that 
the company in the future will pay any greater 
heed to the obligations imposed upon it by Con- 
gress than it has in the past?

NARROW ESOAPE. 
GLENDALE, Penn., Dec. 30.—Hiram Coller; 
engineer at the Glendale Iron Works, had a 
frightful experience and narrow escape from a 
shocking death yesterday. He had crawled into 
one of the hoilers in his charge for the purposé 
of cleaning it, taking with him acan of crude 
petroleum. He placed this can in the boiler, 
near the open end, and crept to the other end of 
the boiler. While he was examining the inte- 
rior the oil in the can was exploded by some 
mysterious cause and it caught fire. That end 
of the boiler was at once filled with the flames of 
the burning oil. Engineer Coller crouched down 
in his end of the boiler, with his back to the 
fiames, supposing that he could hold out.against 
the heat and smoke of the fire until the oil was 
all consumed. The heat became so intense and 
the smoke so dense and suffocating, however, 
that Coller saw that he must either escape from 
the boiler at once or meet with a terrible death. 
The only way for him to escape was to crawl 
through the flame and smoke between him and 
the opening in the boiler. His progress was 
necessarily slow, and his torture as he passed 
through the three feet or more of solid fire was 
trightful. He held his breath to prevent inhal- 
ing the flame, and closed his eyes to proteet 
them from the fire, and reached the open air. 
ie was able to get but a few feet from the boiler 
rhen he fell unconscious. His clothing was in 
flames, but they were quickly extinguished by 
workmen who were near. Coller’s hair and 
whiskers were burned to the roots, and his 
tace, hands, neck, and other parts of his body 
were terribly blistered. He received no fatal 
injury.

FORFEITURE OF CHARTER. 

The extension being unwise and impractiea- 
ble, there is only one course open to Congress, 
and that is an immediate winding up of the 
alfairs of all the companies, enabling the Gov- 
ernment to withdraw at onee from all connec- 
tion with the running of railroads, or sharing 
in the profits of their management. There ought 
to be an end tothe partnership between the Gov- 
ernment and Pacific Railroads; a speedy and 
absolute Givorce. The only method by which 
this result can be reached isthe forfeiture of 
the charter. 

OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Upon forfeiture the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver should he applied for to provide for the 
immediate settlement of the Government’s debt.

AND A SINGULAE EXPLANA- 
TION OF IT. 

GHARLES EDWARD LESTER IS THE MISS- 
ING MAN, BUT HE 1S NOT MISSING 
AND DOES NOT KNOW “‘A. T. 8.” 

An amount of cloudlike uncertainty seams 
to invest a story which has been discovered 
through an advertisement which appeared in 
ene of the morning papers yesterday. It read 
as follows: 

NY INFORMATION OF THE HON, EDWARD 
ZAC. Lester, formerly Minister Plenipotentiary of 
he United States to Italy. Call or address A. T. S., 
Loom 11, 243 Broadway, Now-York. 

A reporter of THE Tres called at the address 
mentioned, and found it to be the private office 
ef the examining physician of the Masonic 
Guild and Mutual Benefit Association. Room 
12 was, however, occupied by Isaac Simonson, 
Beeretary of the Guild, who said he had in. 
gerted the advertisement and had already found 
Mr. Lester at the Putnam Honse. He then went 
en to give this account of Mr. Lester's life: 

*“T used to be a great friend of Lester's. He 
was Minister to Italy in 1862. Horatio Sey- 
mour and Roscoe Conkling, who are connections 
et his through hia wife, obtained the appoint- 
mentfrem Lincoln for him. He had been up to 
that time a Unitarian preacher in Utica, When 
he returned from Italy he took up literary werk 
in New-York and has lately dropped out ef sight 
—been reduced to his last” penny. 1 hear 
aow that friends of his have contributed 
to his support for some time past. Lester 
was a great linguist and an educated man. He 
has published a great many works and has con- 
tributed to Harper's. Flis last work, which he 
never finished, was ‘Biographical Sketches 


of the Prominent Men of South America.’ Mr. 
Lester has, I think, been reduced to his present 
eondition very largely on account of domestic 
difficulties, He has a wife living who was 
separated from him, I think, on religious grounds 
when he left the pulpit and went into politics. 
He is 77 Years old. 

“What did I want te renew my acquaintance 
with him for? Ob, some six years ago he ex- 
ehanged some Jote belonging to the Oypress 
Hills Cemetery, of which he was then a Trnstee, 
fer some mining lands of mine in Yucatan, 
Mexieo. The title of the cemetery lands was 
not then good, but bas since been made so by 
the Legislature, and I now wanted to see Lester 
to have him make good the transfer, which he 
was unable to do before,” 

The mysterious part of the story arose, how- 
ever, when Mr, Simonson was asked why he bad 
signed the advertisementiby the initials * A, T. 
.” “That is a pri- 
vate matter. I cannot tell you. He would 
know who it was and reply,I know,if he saw 
it.” Then he added: ** The fact is a well-known 
man is interested with mein those lands, and I 
know if his whole name was printed you report- 
ers would bore him to death.” 

The plot thickened still more when Mr. Lester 
Was scen at the Putnam House; Fourth-ayeune, 
near IT wenty-sixth-street. 

“My name is not Edward ©. Lester; it is 
fharies Edwards Lester. I was never a Minister 
to lialy under Lincoln,, I was Consul-General 
to Genoa under Harrison. I never knew any 
one by tie name of Isaac Simonson, and never 
had any dealings with him, I don’t Know any 
ene to correspond with the initials “A. 
7. 8S." I was never allied with any church. [I 
have been a literary man, however, and have 
written many beoks, Iam only 71 vears of age. 
J was, however, one of the originators of the 
dypress Hilla Cemetery and a Trustee years 
ago. You will find a correet list of my works in 
Apvleton's Biographical Cyclopedia,” 

The Cyclopedia of American Biography fur- 
nishes still another contradiction by stating 
that Charles Edwards Lester ‘‘ was admitted to 
the Bar, but afterward spent two years at Au- 
burn Theological Seminary, and began to preach, 
He had to abandon the pulpit onaccount oflung 
hemorrhages and to go abroad for his health.’ 
In other particulars it confirms Mr, Lester’s ac- 
count of himself, and gives alistof his works, 
the first of them being ‘‘The Glory and Shame 
of England,” the last a ‘History of the United 
&tates in Five Great Periods.” Mr. Lester had 
denied ever having written any sketches of 
South Americans, 

Tt was stated atthe Putnam House that Mr. 
Lester had been there for four months,and that his 
board pad been paid three weeks in advance by 
a prqminent artist living on Twenty-third-street.

RAILS OOVHERED WIIH IJIO#, 


A FREIGHT TRAIN’S PLUNGE OVER AN 


EMBANKMENT OF 20 FERT. 

A very peculiar accident caused the de- 
railment and precipitation down a 20-foot 
embankment of a through freight train of the 
New-York and Northern Railroad soon after it 
passed the Lake Mahopac station at 11:20 
o’closk Thursday night. The train, which con- 
sisted of av engine, tender, and six cars loaded 
with fast freight, eonsigned to Springfield, 


Hartford, Danbury, and other New-England 
points, was observed to jolt and plunge just as 
it reached a water tank, about 500 feet north of 
the station. ‘The warnins came in time to be 
acted upon by the conductor, Michael Williams, 
and the brakemen, Peter Cook and Henry 
Williams, who managed to lean from the train 
just before it made the plunge over the eage of 
the embankmeut. They all escaped injury ex- 
cept Henry Williams, who spraine® his ankle. 

Yo the engineer of the train, John Bell, and 
the fireman, named Primrose, the warning came 
too late. They felt the wheels beneath them 
leave the smooth rails upon which they had 
been running and,a moment fater, begin to 
slide along the roadbed with a motion which 
was altogether new. Before they could con- 
jectnre what the matter was the engine lurched 
to the right and haif ran, half slid down the em- 
bankment, the tender and freight cars following 
it. When it reached the bottom both men 
were agreeably surprised, when they com- 
pared notes, to find that they were ab- 
solutely unhurt, and that the engine had 
jianded 60 easily upon the level ground 
at the foo, of the embankment that 1t bad sus- 
tained no damage beyond a sératch or two and 
the crushing of some of the woodwork of the 
cab. The freight cars were piled in a heap, but 
even they had escaped with far lesss injury than 
generally attends a accident of the kina, 
Three of them were considerably broken and 
their contents were scattered about, but the 
others had stood the roll and tumble remark- 
ably well. The tender tank had been cut into 
by one of the cars as it tell, but this was the ex- 
tent of its injury. 

When the place where the train left the track 
was Visited it was found that the disaster could 
properly be charged to the account of the cold 
wave. Opposite the water tank the track was 
covered with ice to a depth varying from two to 
three inches, and it was soon discovered that 
the tank had burst during the evening, and its 
contents had flowed upon the track and frozen 
there. The locomotive’s wheels had cut into the 
ice for a few feet, and had then surmeunted it, 
and, skating not being one of its accomplish- 
ments, the engine had sheered along the glary 
surface and disappeared over the bank.

A SPANISH ADVENTURER RUNS OFF WITH 
HER JEWELS. 

Alfonse de Bouchet was formerly a Span- 
ish interpreter in a hotel in Fourteenth-street 
near Sixth-avenue. While there he became ac- 
quainted with a widow, Mrs. Mary P. Sullivan, 
who keeps a boarding house at 36 East Twenty- 
second-street. OnOct. 22 Mrs. Sullivan intrusted 
diamond jewelry worth $1,750 with de Bouchet, 
the young man assuring her that he had a cus- 
tomer for them who would buy them at their 
full value. There were two pairs of solitaire 


diamond earrings, two diamond finger rings, and 
ahandsome gold watch. Mrs. Sullivan waited 
for several weeks for de Bouchet, but the man 
and the money that she waited for never came. 
Early in November, however, she received a let- 
ter from de Bouchet, post-marked Cuba, in- 
closing two pawn tickets, one for the earrings 
and finger-rings, with Robert Simpson & Co., 
195 Bowery, for which $500 was advanced, and 
one fer the gold watch, with William Simpson & 
Co., 181 Bowery, from whom $125 was obtained. 
The tickets bore the date of Oet. 22, so that de 
Bouchet pawned them the day he received them 
from Mrs. Sullivan. 

Mrs. Sullivan has obtained a warrant for de 
Bouchet’s arrest, which, of course, cannot be ex- 
ecuted. However, Justice O’Reilly issued an 
order on the pawnbroker to produce the prop- 
erty in the Tombs Police Court yesterday, 
Counsel for the pawnbroker held that the goods 
alleged to have been stolen from Mrs. Sullivan 
could not be taken from them until the thief had 
been captured and the larceny proved. Justice 
O’Reilly decided that ifan indemnity bond for 
double the value of the jewelry be given the 
pawnbroker the property should be turned over 
to the owner. Henry 8. Fairchild, areal estate 
dealer, executed the necessary bond, which holds 
good for 30 days. Mrs. Sullivan now holds the 
jewels, but the pawnbroker threatens to replevin, 
or recover by civil suit the advances made.

OLARKSVILLE’S NOVEL OLAIM. 

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 30.—The people of the 
town of Clarksville, Ind., which is situated 
about midway between Jeffersonville and New- 
Albany, on tne Ohio River, are just at present 
in a great state of agitation from various causes. 
One is the seizure of their streets by railroads, 
the State, and other parties. They believe 
that they are being hemmed inand they moan 


to protest vigorously. A movement is now on 
foot among the people of that locality to or- 
ganize; hold an election, send delegates to the 
National Congress, and demand admission asa 
territory under the old Virginia charter which 
they hold is still in force. Clarksville, next to 
Vincennes, is the oldest town in Indiana. In 
October, 1783, Virginia caused a town tobe 
surveyed on the north bank of the 
falls of the Ohio, described as being sitnated in 
the county of Illinois. This was to be laid off 
in a@ reservation of 150,000 acres, granted to 
Gen. George Rogers Clark and his men and offi- 
cers who marched with him and reduced the 
British posts at Kaskaskia and Vincennes. The 
fee simple, together with the government of 
the town was vested in 10 Trustees. March 1, 
1784, Thomas Jefferson, Arthur Lee, James 
Monroe, and Samuel Hardy, in behalf of Vir- 
ginia, executed a deed transferring to the 
United States all title of Virginia to the North- 
west Territory, but expressly excepting the 
rights of settlers under the grant to Gen. Clark, 
known as the Lllinois grant. It is maintained 
that the claim will havea strong showing be- 
fore,sthe Supreme Court.

SWIFT JUSTICE FOR HERRIG. 

St. Francis, Ark., Dec. 30.—William Her- 
rig, who murdered:his young wife and her para- 
mour near here, Thursday, was hanged last 
night by a banda of vigilantes, who have been on 
his trail since he fled to escape punishment for 
his crime. After the murder Herrig set out to- 
ward the northern boundary line, with the pur- 


pose evidently of escaping into Missouri and 
making for Kansas City or St. Louis. Directly 
after the crime was discovered a force of men 
set outto find him. This was done abont 11 
o’clock last night, about four miles north of Rec- 
tor, When found he was asleep under a large 
tree. He was informed that he must die, and he 
made no protest. In fact, he said he was willing 
and ready; he had done nothing he had cause to 
regret. His wife had been urtrue to him, and 
he had killed her lover, and this he regarded as 
justice. Regarding the shooting of his wife, he 
said he could offer nothing in the way of de- 
fense. He was then hanged. on the very tree 
under which he was found sleeping. His wife’s 
stage name was Julia Bennett before her mar- 
riage.

The Signal Service Burcau report indicates, 
for to-day, in this city, warmer, fair weather, 
Jellowed by rain, southeasterly winds. 


Messrs. ANDERSON and LITTLER of the 
Pacific Railroad Commission deal, m their 
report, with the qnestion of the indebt- 
edness of the subsidized roads to the 
Government as a business matter with 
a view to securing ultimate payment of the 
full amount due. While condemning the 
course pursned by the corporations in the 
past they take the ground that it is not 
expedient for the Government to wrest the 
property from their hands at the risk 
of destroying the chance of recover- 
ing the money due and as a penalty for 
past wrongdoing. In the bills which 
they propose they de not accept the plan 
.of providing for equated semi-annual pay- 
ments foran extended series of years, but 
provide for refunding the whole amount, so 
computed as toshow what would be fairly 
dueonthe 1st of July, 1888, if payment 
could be then exacted. This amount they 
would put into 3 per cent. bonds, -run- 
ning fifty years, interest being payable 
semi-annually, and provide for the pay- 
men#f of one-half of 1 per cent. of 
the fnoll amount of the bonds for 
the first ten years and 1 per cent. thereafter 
into.a sinking fund in the hands of 
Trustees, which they calculate would be 
sufficient to extinguish the principal at the 
end of the fifty years. The present lien on 
the subsidized lines would be retained and 
2 new contract mortgage executed covering 
all the property of the companies. In case 
of the non-acceptance of the refunding 
plan the bills provide for the annual pay- 
ment tothe Government of 40 per cent. of 
the net receipts of the Union Pacific and 
the whole of the net receipts of the Central 
Pacific, with other percentages for the other 
lines, on the plan of the Thurman act. 


It is hardly fair to speak of Mr. Patri- 
40N’S minority report as indicating narrow- 
mess of mind and impracticable views. It 
indicates rather a certain moral elevation 
and a sense of outrage for iniquities which 
he thinks ought to be condoned. He re- 
gards the conduct of the men who managed 
what were in effect Trusts as profligate and 
rapacious. To enrich themselves and carry 
‘outspeculative schemes they loaded theroads 
with unnecessary burdens, put unjust ex- 
actions upon the people, violated law and 
-deliberately evaded the obligations of the 
companies to the Government, and put 
themselves in the condition where they 
were unable to meet this debt, when, if 
their investment and their management 
had been honest, they could by this time 
have been free from all indebtedness, pay- 
ing fair profits, and serving the people 
at much lower rates than they now 
charge. This being Mr. Patrison’s view 
of their conduct, it more 
important that a just penalty should 
be exacted and the incubus .of watered 
stock and expanded and multiplied debts 
removed from these railroads and from the 
people who have to pay for their support 
than thatthe Government should attempt 
through a series of years to collect its 
money, which he is doubtful of its succeed- 
ing in doing. Hence, be proposes to put the 
roads in the hands of a Receiver, wind up 
their affairs, wipe out the great mass of 
obligations, and let them 
start on solid ground, 
suits, civil and criminal, against ail 
“wrongdoers and violators of the law

impracticable person so much as that ofa

fruits of their plots and schemes on condi- 
tion of making a new promise to paya 
debt which they have tréated with derision. 


Politics, not charity, is the underlying 
‘motive of the action of the Board of HEsti- 
mate and Apportionment in appropriating 
every year $20,000 for the distribution of 
coal among the poor. The Society for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor is 
prepared to furnish coal in every needy 
and deserving case. Itcan distribute coal 
with far more wisdom than the city authori- 
ties and with far less waste. But a twenty- 
thousand-dollar coal fund to draw upon in 
the cold season is a source of ‘“ infioo- 
ence” not to be. despised by a once 
more united Democracy and never to 
be relinquished so long as the members of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
will consent to act as the accomplices of 
the politicians who disburse the fund. The 
investigation made by the Commissioners 
of Accounts shows the wastefulness and 
the probable stealing which are incidental 
to this method of distributing coal and the 
Society for Improving the Condition of the 
Poor protests against it. Mr. JAMES GAL- 
LATIN has written to the Mayor a letter on 
this subject which we print elsewhere. But 
Mayor Hewitt, wlio prates incessantly 
about the good things which ought to be 
done in this city, will not be likely to heed 
the suggestions of the letter. To do so 
would defeat, or at least expose, the real 
purpose of the appropriation. 


The opposition to vaccination is one of the 


P most curious and deplorable instances of the 


survival in modern communities of me- 
diz val ignorance and snperstition. The 
feeling that impels people to resist vaccin- 
ation is the same as that which led the pop- 
ulation of an Italian village, a few months 
ago, to mob some officials who were trying 
to disinfect their houses for them. Just 
now the opponents of vaccination in Eng- 
land are cheered by the announcementthat 
nine cases of smallpox have broken out at 
Leicester, and that all but one of the 
patients had been vaccinated. Assuming 
this to be a statement of the facts, it shows 
that vaccination is not an infallible precau- 
tion. To pretend on that account that it is 
not a useful and necessary precaution is to 
discredit the claim of the pretender to be 
regarded as a rational being. It is only 
necessary to compare the ravages of small- 
pox before and since vaccination was intro- 
duced and its rayages now in countries 
where vaccination is practiced and where it 
is not to be satisfied that an opponent of 
vaccination is a foolish and mischievous per- 
son. 


If the recent remarks of the Colombian 
Minister to France have been correctly re- 
ported he has been working himseif into a 
fever about an imaginary desire of the 
United States to get possession of the ditch 
into which DE LESSEPs’s dupes have thrown 
$200,000,000 in hard money. He declared, 
we are told, “that neither by threat nor by 
cajojery would his Government be induced 
to allow America to have anything to do 
with the Panama Canal, even if M. pr Lres- 
sEPS should fail to complete the work. 
They would rather’ do without the canal 
than see America complete it.” While we 
do not believe that this is the attitude of 
the Colombian Government, it may be 
pointed out that this country has shown 
no.desire to become interested, by ca- 
jolery’ or otherwise, in the ditch at 
Panama, and has no such desire. The in- 
telligent people of this country know very 
well, as M. DE LEsSEPsS himself knows, that 
the canal company is doomed to irretrieva- 
ble bankruptcy, and that there is not one 
chance in twenty that there will be a canal 
on the Panama route even twenty-five 
years hence, Americans have put no money 
into the de Lesseps scheme, and their senti- 
ments in regard to it are those of disgust 
for the jobbery and mismanagement on the 
sthmus, and of pity for the hard-working 
Frenchmen who have been deprived of 
their savings upon false pretenses. The 
Americans propose to make an interoceanic 
canal of their own by way of Lake Nicar- 
agua, and in making it they will not 
throw away the earnings of French farmers. 

THE CUMING SESosION. 

There appears thus far to be very little 
interest in the coming session of the Legis- 
lature. This is duein part toa distrust that 
has grown from year to year as to the 
usefulness of the work done at Albany. 
The people have been so often disap- 
pointed, their just demands in regard to 
legislation have been so frequently un- 
heeded, and their interests have been so 
many, times neglected or injured by those 
who are chosen to make the laws, that they 
look forward to a new session with little 
hope of useful results.

Mr. Fremont Cok of Schuy- 
ler County was an aspirant for the position 
last year and the year before, and his claims 
were pushed aside by Gen. Hustep. In the 
meantime he has been growing in strength 
and gaining in confidence, and this year he 
entered upon a canvass for the office 
early. This canvass consisted mainly 
in securing pledges for support among 
his fellow-members;s The Platt in- 
fluence is.said to be on his side, 
apparently not so much because he is a 
Platt man as because PLATT prefers him to 
HustTep and recognizes hisstrength. Next 
to controlling the Speaker it suits PLATT 
best to appear to be on the side of the win- 
ning candidate. Mr. Coie has, in fact, so 
creditable a record, and isso able, honest, 
and independent a man that we have strong 
hopes that he would do his best to serve 
the public interests and promote good 
legislation regardless of the schemes of 
PLATT and his subservient tools. Hus- 
TED has, by repeatedly breaking his 
pledges, sacrificing the best interests 
of the public, and snpporting jobbery so 
utterly destroyed public confidence in his 
purposes that he hasno support except such 
as comes from self-interest. Apparently his 
chief motive for going into the contest at 
all has been a desire to occupy the Speaker’s 
chair more times than any one else, but that 
is a distinction which he should have sought 
by deserving it. Asit is, it would cost too 
much to gratify his ambition, and good- 
natured admiration of his smartness is 
about worn out, = 

As to what the Legislature will do no- 
body can-ecalculate, and nobody seems 
greatly to care, if it can be kept from doing 
mischief. It ought to attend to the long- 
neglected duty of having an enumeration 
and a reapportionment made. The next 
Federal census is so near at hand that there 
can no longer be any excuse for anything 
but a bare enumeration of inhabitants for the 
simple purpose of apportioning representa- 
tion, which is all the Constitution requires. 
That should be made because the apportion- 
ment must be based ona State enumera- 
tion, which the Constitution requires to be 
made in the middle of each decade. Neg- 
lect to make it in 1885 does not excuse 
the Legislature from its duty. The Con- 
stitutional Convention which the people 
demanded at the election of 1886 it is not 
desirable to have this coming yearon ac- 
count of the Presidential canvass. It is to 
be hoped that something may be done for 
the restriction of liquor selling and the re- 
form of election methods; but for general 
progressive legislation there is little chance, 
and, the best we can ask for is a short ses- 
sion, free from jobbery and scandal, and 
the concentration of attention upon a few 
measures of pressing importance. 


THE READING STRIKE. 


Itis very unfortunate for strikers that 
without any reference to the merits of 
their cases they are compelled while the 
strike is going on to appear as the enemies 
of peaceable industry. It is, of course, to 
their interest that their employers should 
not be able to fill their places on the terms 
they have refused, They are under the 
strongest temptation to prevent the success 
of the attempt to replace them. 
when they refrain from unlawful vio- 
lence thelr situation forces 
wish that the interruption to 
may be as widespread 2nd as long continued 
as possible, and to work for that result so far 
as they safely can. The annoyance and dis- 
tress inflicted not merely upon theemployer, 
butupon all persons who have dealings with 
him, though they may have no concern at 
all in the quarrel, must be great enough to 
induce the annoyed and distressed persons to 
intercede with the recusant employer and 
persuade him to yield. 

Of course men in this position, while they 
occupy it, are necessarily enemies of society. 
They have said to themselves, “ Evil, be 
thou our good.” Their representations 
about the amount of inconvenience that 
their strike is inflicting must therefore be 
taken with a liberal measureof allowance. 
Whoever judged by the reports of the Read- 
ing strikers would suppose that a frightful 
destruction of property was going on on the 
railroad, and that wheever went over it did 
so at the imminent risk of his life. In 
point of fact, it would be impossible 
to keep from the’ press. the of 
the accidents which the strikers exclu- 
sively possess and promulgate. The ex- 
perienced reader will make the allowance

This is a very substantial gain for the 
cause of good sense and manliness. It shows 
a great advance over the condition of two 
years or even ayear ago, when men threw 


| up their situations without knowing why, 


except that they were ordered to do so, 
Then, men who made their livings by stir- 
ring up strife could order out thousands of 
men who earned their livings by honest work 
with an almost absolute certainty of being 
obeyed. Now men consider as individuals 
whether their interests are likely to be pro- 
moted by striking, and if their conclusion 
is unfavorabie they go on working and 
drawing pay in spite of the walking dele- 
gates and the Master Workmen and the 
General Executive Boards. There is a 
general disinclination among workers for 
wages to quarrel with their bread and but- 
ter without good cause shown to them. 

This state of mind is not at all inconsist- 
ent with the existence of strong and flour- 
ishing trades unions and labor associations. 
It is inconsistent only with the prosperity 
of labor politicians. A perpetual strike, if, 
it could only be managed, would be an ideal 
condition of things for these politicians. 
While a strike is going on they handle 
larger sums of money than they ever saw in 
their lives before, and they are neither able 
nor required to give any account of them. 
It is safe to say that the members of 
the committees and boards are better 
off while the workmen they pretend 
to represent are out of work and out 
of money than at any other time. Their in- 
terests are not only not identical with, they 
are distinctly opposed to, the interests of the 
workmen. Yet the workmen have permit- 
ted these men to judge when they should 
work and when they should strike, to their 
great loss and injury and at the sacrifice of 
their independence and their manhood. The 
revolt against the dictation of these 
politicians has been more marked 
and extenstve in the refusal of the 
men employed by the Reading Com- 
pany to obey the orders of a convention 
than in any previous instance. It is in 
great part due to the courageous example 
set by the local assembly in Philadelphia, 
which surrendered its charter rather than 
to be a party to what it denounced as 
“rank injustice and arrant stupidity.” The 
“power” of the knightly politicians is now 
fairly broken, and there is a cheering 
prospect that in future they will have to 
work for their livings, instead of prevent- 
ing other men from working for theirs. 


THE CUREAN EMBASSY. 


The journey of the Corean Ambassador 
and his secretaries to the United States is 
an event comparable in importance only 
with the visit of Admiral SHUFELDT to the 
peninsula in May, 1882, out of which came 
the treaty of Inchiun. From that time to 
the present the progress of what was once 
“the hermit kingdom” has been surprisingly 
rapid. On the site of the little village 
where the treaty was signed the flourishing 
town of Chemulpo has been built up as a 
port for Seoul, the capital, situated not 
quite thirty miles.in the interior, and as a 
port also for foreigners to enter. These 
latter have not been slow to avail them- 
selves of their privilege and to carry in 
with them all the various appliances of 
civilization. Steamers now run from 
Chemulpo to China and Japan. Electric 
lights illuminate the King’s palace and the 
royal park. Gatlings and Remington rifles 
are found among the troops. 


The importance of this step consists in its 
being a practical assertion of complete in- 
dependence of China. Sending out Min- 
isters to foreign Governments is the act of 
@ sovereign power. But it is not yet cer- 
tain how the Middle Kingdom will take 
this step. When decided upon and an- 
nounced, the Chinese resident Minister at 
Seoul, who had been using his influence 
against it, hastily took his departure, and 
it was generally suspected that he wished to 
avoid countenancing it in any way. It was 
afterward said that the Emperor of China 
had concluded to acknowledge Corea’s in- 
dependence, but now this rumor has been 
contradicted by authority. _When the 
United States war vessel Omaha recently 
conveyed the present embassy to Japan, 
at the request of our representative at 
Seoul, who thought this the safest mode of 
starting the journey, she encountered a 
Chinese squadron on its way to Chemulpo, 
and would hardly have been surprised at a 
demand to give up the Ambassador. But 
although Capt. McNair had a Corean flag 
flying, as well as an American, in honor of 
the national guests, salutes were exchanged 
and no protests made. 


It would seem a stroke of statesmanship 
for China to concede the independence of 
the peninsula. Corea would then be not 
only her ally and friend but a barrier 
against Russian aggression, being inspired 
by a pride to maintain her independence. 
This may have been the thought of Li 
HunG CHANG in consenting to Corea’s com- 
mercial treaties, and encouraging 
them, and certainly with the great powers 
recognizing Corean nationality their aid 
against Russian schemes of annexation 
would be more easily obtained. China has 
little to lose by accepting the autonomy of 
Corea. For centuries her only marks of 
vassalage have been a notification of any 
change in her ruler and a smal annual trib- 
ute to the Chinese Emperor, which was 
lately abolished by Corea. China still has 
a strong financial hold on Corea for all 
practical purposes and so can largely con- 
Japan, which established 
IF'usan as a port for herself generations ago, 
and has always been admitted to trade in 
Corea, formally recognized the latter’s in- 
dependence as early as 1876.

PLAYING WITH EDGED. TOOLS. 

M. PastTEeur’s plan for the extermination of 
rabbits in Australia is not well received by 
the civilized world. In no quarter—unless 
it be Australia, from which opinions have 
not been reported—is it regarded asa plan 
which either satisfies the demands of hu- 
manity or can be used without injury to the 
humanrace. It may be thatthe people of 
Australia are so anxious to gain relief that 
they will gladly use even this proposed rem- 
edy. Indeed, they seem to have been at 
work already in M. Pasteur’s own field, 
and to have devised a plan not less objec- 
tionable than his. 

M. PASTEUR proposes that the rabbits 
shall be infected with disease by feeding to 
them the microbes of chicken cholera. A 
chemist of South Australia proposes to kill 
them off by giving them tuberculosis. He 
has been experimenting with four rabbits 
which have this disease and were brought 
from Germany. His conclusions are that 
the disease can be spread among the rabbit 
hosts from only two or three animais, and 
that while in the course of time it is invaria- 
bly fatal, it also causes sterility. Tubercu- 
losis might therefore be more effective than 
chicken cholera. But the Australian chem- 
ist assumes that the disease cannot be com- 
municated from rabbits to other animals, 
There is danger in this assumption. The 
disease now prevails widely among the 
cows of this coufitry, and the possibility of 
its communication from animais to man has 
become the subject of careful inquiry. 

A correspondent of the Spectator is led by 
the discussion concerning M. PasTsur’s 


. plan to recall a deliberate attempt, or at 


| 


least an intention, on the part of British 
officers a hundred and twenty-five years 
ago to exterminate their savage opponents 
in America in a similar way. In 1763 Sir 
JEFFREY AMHERST, Commander-in-Chief, 
wrote as follows to Col. BouqUET, who was 
in command on the frontier: 

“Could it not be contrived to send the small- 
pox among these disaffected tribes of Indians? 


We must on this occasion use every stratagem 
in our power to reduce them.” 

And this was the reply: 

“1 will try to inoculate them with some blank- 
ets that may fall into their hands, and take care 
not to get the discase myself. Asitisa pity to 
expose good men against them, I wish wecould 
make use of the Spanish method, to hunt them 
with English dogs, supported by rangers and 
some light horse, who would, I think, effectually 
extirpate or remove that vermin.” 


Thereupon Sir JEFFREY AMHERST an- 
swered: 

“You will do well to try and inoculate the In- 
dians by means of blankets, as well as to try every 
other method that can serve to extirpate this 
execrable race. I should be very glad if your 
scheme for hunting them down by dogs could 
take effect; but England 1s at too great a dis- 
tance to think of that at present.” 

There seems to be, however, no direct evi- 
dence that BoUQUET did infect the Indians 
with the disease, although tribes of the 
Ohio Valley suffered severely from small- 
pox a few months later. 

It is suggested that if the rabbits of Aus- 
tralia should be destroyed by an epidemic 
of chicken cholera the wild birds of the 
country would probably become infected. 
The destruction of the birds would remove 
the agriculturists’ best défense against in- 
sects, and the condition of the farming dis- 
tricts might be much worse than it is now. 
M. PASTEUR admits that if his remedy 
should be used it would be necessary to 
confine domestic fowls. But wild ‘birds 
would be exposed to infection, and it is not 
asserted that they are proof against chicken 
cholera. 


A. Pacific coast Senator is quoted as say- 
ing that the United States ought not to 
permit the present German ascendency in 
Samoa, even should we have to go to war 
to prevent its continuance. This expres- 
sion of opinion seems to have been pro- 
duced by the news that the recent arrival 
of the Adams at Apia inspired fresh hopes 
among those natives who oppose King 
TAMASESE and his German patrons. The 
deposition and exile of MALIETOA was no 
doubt a most arbitrary act; but it would 
violate the traditional policy of this coun- 
try to mingle in quarrels of that nature. 
Indeed, there is ground for  suspect- 
ing that had the late luckless sover- 
eign been made to properly understand 
by our former representatives at Apia 
that he could not possibly rely on a 
protectorate or on political protection of 
any sort from the Washington Government, 
he might have been less ready to offend the 
Germans, who have larger commercial in- 
terests there than all other nations com- 
bined. Germany has not annexed the 
islands, and has disclaimed all intention of 
annexing them. Our trade privileges are 
exactly the same under TAMASESE as under 
MALIETOA, and our right to a naval and 
coaling station there is unimpaired. We 
shall not go'to war about Samoa. 


DON’T LIKE IMMIGRANTS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dee. 30.—The Hon. J. 
B. Williams of Denver, Col., passed through the 
city to-day, en route from New-York to his 
home. Mr. Williams is now connected with the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railroad. In speaking 
of the road hesaid: “Thereis no truth what- 
everin thereports that Jay Gould is going to 
buy the road, or is even negotiating for it. The 
road is not for sale.”

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The coldness of last night did not prevent 
the gathering of a good-sized audience at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. “Lohengrin” 4l- 
Ways commands a fair share of attention frum 
music lovers, though it is the growing opinion 
of many who are not devoted admirers of Wag- 
ner that “ Tannhiusor” is a more melodious and 
generally pleasing work. The interest in 
“Lohengrin,” however, centres in the heroine, 
and this element enables the work to command 
more sympathy among those who take a proper 
interestin the libretto. The performance last 
night was not quite so good as might have been 
desired, but it was by no means bad. Herr

POSSART AS SHYLOCK. 

Before an exceedingly large and very 
sympathetic audience at the Thalia Theatre 
Herr Possart last evening played the part of 
Shylock. The version of “The Merchant of 
Venice” which was presented is said to be that 
arranged for the Meininger company, and is in 
four acts, the concluding one being that of the 
trial and judgment. Thereis alsoa rearrange-' 
mentand shortening of the scenes from what 
they are in the printed play. Nearly every- 
thing is subordinated to the main character in 
the drama. Asfar aslast evening’s perform- 
ance was concerned the rearrangement was a 
good thing, for with the exception of some clever 
acting by Messrs. Rank and Walter in the parts 
of Launcelot and his father, respectively, there 
was hardly any work that was calculated to 


command attention or withdraw it from a con- 
templation of Herr Possart’s personation. The 
latter’s Shylock is an effective embodiment, evi- 
dently well studied and thought out. It relies 
for its effect on no tricks of manner or spéech, 
and its interest depends not so much on its be- 
ing a portraiture as atype. Shylock, as depict- 
ed by Herr Possart, is a: Jew with great 
ride of race. This furnishes the reason 
or his intense hatred of Antonio. His 
love for his daughter and even his greed 
are subordinated to the main passion. The 
flight of Jessica and the loss of his wealth bear 
heavily upon him and draw forth loud bewail- 
ings. He still has his hatred to gratify. When 
this fails him he is stricken down. These 
‘fare the lines upon which the acter preceeds, and 
his personation remains consistent throughout. 
There are many good touches that show the 
true artist. The address to Antonio in the first 
act, when Shylock is asked to make the loan, was 
an admirable bit of acting, not overdone in the 
slightest detail. dn the scene where Shylock la- 
ments the loss of his daughter and his 
ducats Herr Possart’s delineation was also 
especially vivid. He was, as might have been 
expected, at his bestin tho trial seene. with its 
alternations of conflicting emotions. The eager- 
ness of Shylock fora judgment, his insistance 
on the letter of the bond, the grimness with 
which he proceeds to whet a knife already keen 
of blade, and the despair which seizes him when 
he is foiled in his purpose were portrayed with 
a force and skill that made the acts intensely 
real. A bit of business introduced by the actor 
»at the time when Shylock is defeated added 
to the vividness of the situation. Shylock 
picks up the knife he had flung down, 
and in a sudden impulse rushes upon Antonio as 
iftoslay him, Just as suddenly, too, he desists 
as the knife 13 about to touch is intended victim, 
realizing the,enormity of what he attempts. The 
incident was quite ia keeping with the character 
as depicted. The andience, not satisfied with 
applauding the actor, recalled him many times.

As population 
since 1880 has increased 23 per cent. it would 
seem that commercial and industrial activity 
has outstripped the increase of population in 
eight years threefold. 

The increase of nearly $17,000,000 in liabili- 
ties this year over last may be nearly accounted 
for by liabilities of Central Western and Middle 
State speculative traders. Meanwhile, assets in- 
creased over $8,800,000, more than 50 per cent. 
of the total increased liabilities, thus more than 
maintaining the previous year’s average of 
solvency. The per cent. of assets to liabilities 
in 1886 was 49 per cent., while this year (1887) 
it is 4919, the annual average for three years be- 
ing 48.1 percent. For the four preceding years 
the percentages were 54, 52, 51, and 47.

It is pot expect 
ed that any ene will be found to fit precisely the 
vacancy that the retirement of Dr. McCesh oc- 
casions, Ror is it required. His work has been of a 
peculiar kind, and has been well dene. But that it 
will be difficult to find an Alumnus qualified to take 
up the work he lays down and carry it on to advanced 
stagesis improbable. 1f within the last 30 years the 
college has not sent out men of qualifications equal 
to the task of presiding over it, then the plight is 
Pitiable indeed.

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MUCH OFFICIAL RUBBISH 


AN EFFORT 10 GEI RID OF 
MANY DOCUMENTS. 
SENATOR COCKRELL’S COMMITTEE FINDS 

THE DEPARTMENTS BURDENED WITH 

TRASH—A NEW TARIFF SCHEME. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Many of the 
Government offices here are overcrowded with 
rubbish in the shape of useless paper, the ac- 
cumulations of years, and while the quantity 
goes on increasing day by day the accommoda- 
tions for keeping this rubbish remain almost the 
same from year to year. A great deal of the 
stuff can be of no possible value now or here- 
after to anybody. It is not historical, itis im- 
material as matter of record in support of any 
proposition, and yet it is carefully packod 
away, to encumber space, to increaso 
the dancers of conflagration, and to add to 
the difficulty of reaching those records 
that may be usefal Senator Cockrell, as 
the Chairman of the committee to investigate 
the millions of recordsin the departments, dis- 
covered during the Summer that this was a seri- 
ous annoyance inall the departments except 
the Post Ottice Department. In that depart- 
ment and in the office of the Sixth Auditor pro- 
Vision was usually made by act of Congress for 
disposing from time to time of accumulations 
of usual papers. Tt seemed to Senator Cockrell 
and to Senator Cullom of the same committee as 
if it would be practicaple to provide a similar 
permission from Congress for other departments 
for the same purpose. Oneof Mr. Cockrell’s dis- 
coveries in the War Department was that a 
great deal of unnecessary copying of letters 


into letter-press books was being done in that 
department, and he brought the subject home to 
Gen. Drum so impressively that that officer 
issued the following order: 
ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S OFFICE, ; 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15, 1887. 

Orders.—A board, to consist of Col. John C. Kelton, 
Assistant Adjutant-General; Lieut.-Col. Oliver D. 
Greene, Assistant Adjutant-General, and Lieut,-Col. 
H. Clay Wood, Assistant Adjutant-General, will as- 
semble as s00n as practicable and determine (after 
examination of the nature of communications re- 
corded in the several divisions of record in the office) 
what classes of letters should not, in the future, be 
entered on the office ietter books, distinguishing 
between letters of mere inquiry, which once an- 
swered have absolutely ne value, and those which 
it might be advisable to retain temporarily on in- 
formal files. The board will also consider what pa- 
pers and records might be disposed of as waste pa- 

©, being no longer necessary in the transaction of 

@ business of this office, or worthy of being re- 
tained for historic purposes, making, with their 
report, alistof such papers or records in each di- 
vision, for the consideration of the Adjutant-Gen- 
éral. R. C. DRUM, Adjutant-General. 

After the board had been ordered and on Nov. 
22 the Secretary of War sent an order to the 
head of each division of the War Department 
calling for reports at the earliest practicable 
date as to the character and quantity of oid 
records in the office which could be destroyed or 
otherwise disposed of, ifalaw similar to that 
nowin the -tatutes at Large shonld be enacted 
relative to the papers on tile in the War Depart- 
ment and its bureaus. He also called for views 
and suggestions from the bureau officers on the 
subject and asked for an opinion as to the date 
within which records should not be destreyed. 
In this order he quoted the statutes applicable 
to the Post Office Department as follows: 

“That the Postmaster-Generalis hereby author- 
ized to sell as waste paper or otherwise dispose of 
the files of papers which have accumulated or may 
hereafter accumulate in the Post Office Department 
that are not needed in the transaction of current 
business and have no permanent value or nistorical 
interest; and the rroceeds of said sales he shall pay 
into the Treasury and make report thereof to Con- 
gress.” (Stats. at Large, vol. 21, p.412.) _ 

“And the Secretary of the ,Treasury is hereby 
authorized to sellas waste paper, or otherwise dis- 
pose of the files of papers which have accumulated, 
or may hereafter accumulate, in the office of ths 
Auditor of the Treasury for the Poat Office Depart- 
ment that are not needed in the transaction of cur- 
rent business and have no permanent official or his- 
torical value, andi the proceeds of said sale he shall 

ay into the Treasury and make report thereof to 
Sengress.” (Stats. at Large, vol. 22, p. 228). 

Some partisan cadflies, stirred up perhaps by 
Republican partisans who have been kept in the 
War Department, have made a late discovery of 
this business-like proceeding the ground for ac- 
cu-ing the Secretary of War of a purpose to de- 
stroy valuable records, and have rather Droadly 
intimated that the proposition bad its veginning 
in a determination to get rid of the records of 
the rebellion, a collection of papers of great his- 
torical value and interest. There has been no 
such purpose it can be stated positively. Sena- 
tor Cockrell said to-day in reference to the mat- 
ter: “ Congress will be asked toe authorize all the 
departments to do what the Post Office Depart- 
ment can now do. If the Post Office Department 
can be trusted to discriminate there should be 
no hesitation to extend the same confidence to 
the other departments. There is a vast 
amount of stuff, morning reports, letters of 
transmittal, and other papers that it is useless 
to preserve. I have no doubt that if the waste 
paper at the, Treasury could be sold it would not 
only cleara great deal of valuable space, but 
would return enough in cash to pay the station- 
ery account fora whole year. Lest there might 
be opportunity for political complaint about the 
sort of papers to be destroyed, Congress will be 
asked to name a committee of one Republican 
and one Democratic Senator and one Republican 
any one Democratic Representative to pass 
upon lists of paper proposed to be disposed of as 
waste.” 

Col. H. M. Lazelle, in charge of the publication 
of war records, says that he has examined the 
accumulation in his office and he finds that there 
are s0me papers that could be disposed of with- 
out ag ape the historical value of the collec- 
tion. is predecessor, Co). Scott, Bow dead, had 
begun a classification of papers, which has been 
continued upon Col. Scott’s plan, and which evi- 
dently contemplated the ultimate removal of 
some of them from his office. Col. Scott did not 
prepose to getrid of original papers, but of 
copies of them, which had been made for con- 
venience of publication. Ciassed with original 
apers were copies of original papers lent to the 

jar Department and returned to their owners. 
There had been ne suggestion to him from any 
one that looked like a proposition todestroy any 
record of historical interest, whether pertaining 
to the Confederate or Union soldiers. 

Chief Clerk Tweedale of the War Department, 
ina note tothe Secretary dated to-day, giving 
the record of the various stepsin the direction 
suggested by Mr. Cockrell, says that while sect- 
ions 5,403 and 5,408 of the Revised Statutes have 
been of inestimable value in preserving the 
Government records, they have also resulted in 
the accumulativn of masses of papers of no 
value, which take up space needed for clerical 
or other official purposes. The subject has been 
brought to the attention of Congress in past 
administrations and, in view of the provision of 
law tbat ll papers shall be preserved, a hall of 
records has been recommended in which to 
store the files not needed in the departments, 


The Star says that Representative Browne of 
Indiana, who was a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee in the last Congress, and will 


again be assigned to that committee, is prepar- 
‘ng a tariff bill, which he proposes to submit to 
his colleagues on the Republicam side of the 
Bouse for their approval as a substitute for any 
bari bill the Democrats may pring in. He 
thinks that there is a chance of the Democrats 
bringing into the House a tariff bill of such 
character that the Republicans cannot afford to 
vete against it, and then whatever credit ac- 
erues from the measure would go to the Demo- 
crats.

The Controller holds (1) that 
the action of the President was a 
full ardon of tho offense, and placed 
the officer in an honorable status; (2) that the 
officer did not decline the benefit of the pardon, 
and that as it Was accompanied by an order he 
could not have done 80; (3) that the subsequent 
unconditional acceptance of his resignation con- 
stitutes an honorable discharge within the 
meaning of the law. It is concluded that the of- 
ficer is entitled to the three months’ extra pay 
allowed by law for Mexican war service.

A MANGLED TRAMP. 


HIS GREAT ENDURANCE WHILE HIS LEGS 
WERE BEING AMPUTATED. 

Dupnors, Penn., Dec. 30.4-A few nights 
ago Jeremiah Grosh, who lives near the railroad 
station in Ridgway, Elk County, was awakened 
by some one calling, as if in distress. Grosh 
jumped out of bed, and saw by the gaslight on 
the corner a man lying near the track. He 
raised himself half way to his feet and fell at 
full length again. Grosh dressed himself and 
went out to see what ailed the man. He could 
see nothing of him, and returned to his house. 
He got up early the next morning, and going to 
the station discovered a trail of blood leading 


away from the spot where he had seen the man 
whose call had awakened him in the night. The 
trail led up the railroad track for more than an 
eighth of a mile, where it left the track and was 
followed to a house across the street. It 
led up four steps, and on the top one there was 
@ large pool of blood, asif the person from whom 
it had streamed had stopped there a while, prob- 
ably knocking for adwittance to the house. The 
ploody trail came down tho steps again and 
stained the sidewalk for a block further on, 
where it went up a flight of stairs and there 
ended. These stairs led to the entrance of a 
hotel. Grosh went in to discover the cause of 
the long track of bloed. It had been made by a 
tramp. The unfortunate man had climbed to 
the bumper of a freight car in the Dubois 
yard for the purpose of stealing a ride 
northward. The car he was on was the 
ninth one from the rear of the train. 
The night was cold and stormy. When the train 
was passing through Ridgway the tramp had 
become so benumbed by the cold that he could 
retain his hold on his perilous perch no longer, 
and he fell off between the cars. Eight freight 
cars passed over his legs, leaving them hanging 
inamangled mass of flesh and broken bones 
from the krees down. No one had seen the acei- 
dent. It was late and no one was about the sta- 
tion. The tramp had dragged himself to the sta- 
tion from the piace where he fell trom the train, 
a distance of more than 100 yards. Then 
he called for help and tried to rise 
up, but his mangled stumps refused to 
bear him. It was at that moment that Grosh 
saw him. By the time Grosh had reached the 
spot the wounded tramp had dragged himself 
back around the station and war crawling along 
on his terrible journey for aid elsewhere. At the 
house where his trail first led he had knocked 
for help, but could get no response. At the hotel 
a block further on he made ;himself heard. He 
was taken in and adoctor sentftor. More than 
two hours elapsed before one could be obtained. 

The tramp never once lost consciousness, 
and notwithstanding the agony be was in never 
uttered a moan or made one complaint. Two 
doctors finally arrived. Both legs were ampu- 
tated. The tramp refused to take any anes- 
thetic, and watched the removal! of his mangled 
limbs with coolness and without a murmur. 
The doctors who attended to the case say that 
there is norecord of a case of more wonderful 
endurance and nerve on the part of a person so 
dreadfully hurt as this tramp was. At last ac- 
counts the mas was doing well.

M’KANE AND FERGUSON. DISCIPLINED 
BY THE KINGS COUNTY DEMOCRATS. 
John Y. McKane, boss of Gravesend and 

Coney Island and the Kings County Board of 

Supervisors, is no longer a Democrat—oflicially. 

The Kings County Democracy will no longer 

recognize him or associate with him. McKane, 

at the recent election, refused to support E. D. 

Benedict, the Democratic candidate for Assem- 

| bly in the Twelfth District, by bis influence, and 
elected his opponent, D. W. Tallmadge. This 
would have been overlooked by the McLaughlin 
crowd, but when McKane went before the Dis- 
ciplire Committee and loudly boasted that he 
had “knifed” his party candidate, snapping his 


fingers in the face of McLaughlin and his crew, 
there was nothing to do but to discipline him. 

So last night the Kings County Democratic 
General Committee met in Jefferson Hall, and 
after receiving tbe report of the Discipline Com- 
mittee formally * bounced” John Y. McKane and 
his partner, C. J. Ferguson of'New-Utrecht, from 
the local organization. The hot, stuffy place was 
crowded with the “ flower” of the Democracy. 
They quickly adopted resolutions eulogistic of 
Daniel Manning, and then listened eagerly to the 
reading of the report of the Discipline Cummit- 
tee. ‘* Uncle Bill” Furey, who was buried by 
the treachery last night dealt with, read the 
report, and he performed his task with a smile 
of triumph on hia face. 

The report rehearsed the charges ana the 
evidence elicited by the committee and ihen 
declared thét the charges against the Eighth 
and Ninth Wards, althougn showing dissatisfac- 
tion with the present managers of the ward as- 
sociations, had not been sustained. In regard 
tothe Seventeenth Ward the committee found 
that great dissatisfaction exists with the present 
bosses, and decided that unless a change was 
made the local Democracy would be irreparably 
injured. But it was not until the repurt got 
downto New-Utrecht that hard words were used, 
and no words were too harsh to be used in de- 
nouncing the treachery there. 

Resolutions were adopted that the Democratic 
associations of the Seventeenth Ward and of the 
towns of Gravesend and New-Utrecht be dis- 
banded; thatthere should be a re-enrollment 
under the direction of the General Committee, 
for the purpose of forming new associations; 
“that in the betrayal of a regular aominee of a 
Democratic convention John Y. McKane and 
Cornelius Ferguson have placed themselves in 
@ position of hostility to this General Commit- 
tee, whose rules they are in honor bound to 
obey, and whose candidates they were honora- 
bly bouna to support. It is the sense of this 
General Committee that they have for- 
feited their rights to represent the 
Democracy of Kings County or of 
the State in any capacity in the State 
or county organization, and that their relin- 
quishment of all offices now held by them by 
reason of the confidence hitherto placed in them 
by the Democratic Party is required alike by 
Democratic sentiment and common decency.” 

Before these were adopted the President re- 
mea any representative from the towns of 

ew-Utrecht and Gravesend to protest against 
them if he cared to, but neither McKane nor 
he agen nor any of their followers were in the 

all. 


AN ORPHANS’ FARM SOHOOL. 


A NON-SECTARIAN HOME’S WORK AT 
MOUNT VERNON, N. Y. 

The report of the Wartburg Orphans’ 
Farm School, at Mount Vernon, N. Y.,a non- 
sectarian institution of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church for orphans of both sexes, cuntains some 
interesting information about its progress dur- 
ing the year ending withgMay, 1887. Children 
from 4 to 10 vears of age are admitted, and it is 
required that they be sound both in mind and 
body and of good moral tendencies. The en- 
deavor is to give the school a homelike at- 
mosphere and to supply the place of parents as 
far as possible. The director of the institution 


is known by the familiar appellation of 
“Papa,” and his helpmate is called “ Mam- 
ma.” The children live under the same 
roof as the director’s family and eat at the same 
table. That they do not suffer from dyspepsia 
is evident when it is known that the 80 of theia 
eat a whole calf for two meais, three barrels of 
flour in a week, and consume 200 barrels of po- 
tatoesina year. The chief point in their train- 
ing is to accustom them to habits of industry. 
There are five hours of instruction daily. Out- 
side the class the girls are engaged in house- 
work and the boys in outdoor occupations, 
There is a farm of over 100 acres and a print- 
ing office. The children are dismissed—the 
boys at 15 years of age and the girls 
at 16—the latter generally going into serv- 
ice. After their departure, however, they do 
not sever connection with their old home. 
They keep up communication by letter, and if 
they should at any time find themselvesin need 
of a home by reason of sickness or temporary 
loss of occupation, they are free to return. 
Since the founding of the farm school 186 chil- 
dren have been received At present there are 
85 inmates. For the fiscal year the receipts were 
$10,390 81, and the expenditures $10,226 75, 
leaving a balance of $164 on hand. The insti- 
tution has no vested funds, and depends for sup- 
port on tae contributions of the charitable.

BELVIDERE, N. J., Dec. 30.—The Belvi- 
dere Apollo surprised its readers to-day by an- 
nouncing that the editor, Josiah Ketcham, had

State. For 20 years the Apollo has been the 
mouthpiece of the Republican Party in this 
part of the State, and Mr. Ketcham is a member 
of the State Republican Executive Committee, 
and has managed the affairs of the party here 
for years. It was through his efforts that the 
regular Democratic majority of 2,500 was cut 
down to 150 this year. 

The other officers elected are all dyed-in-the- 
wool Probibitionists, the three Vice-Presidents. 
being the Rev. Messrs. Bruen, Nyce, and Crasto, 
ail of whom vote the ticket straight. Such rank 
third party men as Judge William H. Morrow 
and Aaron McCammen are members of the club, 
and with these Mr. Ketcham must now affiliate. 
There has been a hitter feeling between the 
Judge and the editoreversince the latter assisted 
in defeating the contirmation of the Judge tothe 
ottice of Law Judge in 1882. ‘This long-standing 
breach will now be healed.

THE GAS TRUST WAR. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 30.—The war on tne gas 
trust took a new turn to-day. The attention of 
the President of the Board of Assessors was 
called to the fact that gas trust certificates were 
not exempt from taxation. The St. Louis Gas 
Trust is a partnership, an association of in- 
dividuals owning $6,000,000 worth of property, 


and is not assessed for one cent. The 8f. Louis 
Gaslight Company, the Carondelet Gaslight 
Company, and the Water Gas Company pay 
taxes on the real estate they own. Stock in 
these corporations 1s exempt from taxation, but 
notes or certificates held in lieu of such stocks 
are not exempt. The value of the property 
joined in the trust was $3,700,000. When this prop- 
erty had been placed in the hands of the Trus- 
tees appointed under the gas trust agreement, 
the water was added, which increased the total 
valuation of the properties joined to $6,000,- 
000, and certificates were distributed to persons 
who had surrendered their stock certificates in 
lieu of their stock. The City Counselor, the Con- 
troller, and Mayor believe the certificates can- 
be taxed. 


A TOWN SWEPT BY FIRE. 
NEW-ORLEANS, Dec. 30.—A fire which 
started yesterday afternoon destroyed one-half 
of the town of Houma, in Terre Bonne Parish. 
Itis believed the conflagration was caused by a 
defective flue. A strong wind from the south 


was blowing at the time andin a few moments 
the fire was beyond control. The flames crossed 
Main-street and in ashort time every building 
on either side of the street to the northern limit 
of the town was destroyed. The burned build- 
ings include 28 business houses and 100 dwell- 
ings. It1is believed the loss will exceed $100,- 
000. The insurance is insignificant. A hunared 
homeless families are being cared for by their 
more fortunate neighbors.

DR. ABBOTT FILLS THE GAP 


PLYMOUTH CHURCH HEARS MR. 
BERRY’S REFUSAL. 
BY UNANIMOUS REQUEST DR. ABBOTT 
BECOMES TEMPORARY SUCCESSOR 
TO MR. BEECHER—HIS PLANS. 

There was a large audience at Plymouth 
Church prayer meeting last night to hear the 
letter from the Rev. Charles Berry of Wolver- 
hampton, England, declining the call to Plymouth 
pulpit. The letter was read by I. A. Stanwood, 
after the usual devotional exercises and lecture 
of the prayer meeting. It is as follows: 

To the Members of Plymouth Church and Society, 
Brooklyn, U. 8. A.: 

MY DEAR FRIENDS: You have already heard by 
cable the decision to which I have been !ed in re- 
spect to the invitation to the pastorate ef Plymouth 
Church. That decision has been reached in fall view 
of the many remarkable circumstances attending 
your overtttre, under adeep sense of the solemn is- 
sues depending, and after the most intense and con- 
tinuous consideration of the contending claims urged 
upon me. It is an honest end a devout decision, 
framed under what I judge to be the direction of 
Providence, And in giving effect toit Lrestin the 
contidence that however much you may regret the 
failure of your hopes, and however far you may differ 
from my appraisement of claims, you will heartily 
opEreve my obedience to the sense of obligation as I 

eel it. 

It is due to you as well as to myself that I place on 
record my sense of the great honor and usefulness 
attaching to the pastorate ef Plymonth Church. 
Ahke by its achievements, its traditions, its possi- 
bilities, and its prospects, Plymouth Church ovcu- 
pies a first place among the helpful ministries of 
mankind. I am confident that what it has been it 
will be—and more, The splendor which glorifies its 
sky is not the sunset gorgeousness of aday that is 
past, but the prophetic radiance of a dawning still 
to be crowned. 

Had the circumstances and the claims which sur- 
round me here nermitted, I should have entered 
upon work with you, assured that your heritage is 
not within the clasp of a vanished hand, but is alive 
with a spirit renewed and revived from the dead; 
and I should have been drawn onward by my vision 


of the great future that is yours in the service of 
Christ and humanity. 

That I do not spring eagerly to such a post, espe- 
cially when called to it with such manifestations 
of affection as yours, must show the force of my 
conviction that the less distinguished, though not 
leas honorable, work which claims me here has com- 


mended me by an authority which compels my obe- 
dience, 


in the disappointment to which my answer must 
five rise you have the assurance of my deepest sym- 
pathy—and not of mine only, but that of thou- 
sands of English triends who cherish the memory of 
Henry Ward Beecher. And that God may guide you 
in the great and responsible task of choosing a fit 
leader is the prayer of multitudes on this side the 
water who love Plymouth Church. 

I desire once more to thank you for the unexam- 
pled confidence and affection which you have given 
ine. Ilove you. Iean never forget you. I will 
ever pray for you. Let me have the assurance that 
in doing what seems to be my duty I have your ap- 
proval and affection. 

May the blessing of Almighty God rest upon your 
great and advancing Nation, granting to hera suc- 
cession of godly leaders, peopling her with industri- 
ous and contented commupities, stirring her sons 
with the holy ambitious of peaceful progress, and 
making her rich in frnitful service to mankind. May 
the ties between America and England grow more 
close and numerous. And may God help the two 
lands of the one people so to work together in love 
as to hasten to its issue the travail of humanity.

Upon the motion of Thomas G. Shearman the 
committee who sent the call to the Rev. Mr. 
Berry was authorized to make a fitting reply 
and to send the zreetings of Plymouth Chureh 
to Mr. Berry and his church at Wolverhampton. 

The church, at a special meeting after the 
prayer meeting, unanimously decided to call the 
Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott as acting temporary 
Pastor of the church until such time as a per- 
manent Pastor can be secured. Thomas G. 
Shearman, in speaking in favor of Dr. Abbott’s 
taking charge of the church, said that it 
would take some time to agree upon and 
eal! a Pastor, and probably a longer 
time would elapse before he could come, as Mr. 
Shearman assumed that a minister now at work 
would be asked to come to Plymouth. Dr. 
Abbott’s preaching had been most helpful and 
his sermons full of thought. Dr. Abbott knew 
the church well and was not ashamed to call 
himself a disciple of Mr. Beecher. It was better 
for the church that a regular Pastor occupy the 
pulpit. Mr. Shearman said that if there was a 
single dissenting voice to Dr. Abbott’s becoming 
the temporary Pastor of the church he would 
not accept the office. There was not such a 
voice raised and Dr. Abbott was chosen unani- 
mously. With the ratification of the society 
Dr. Abbott will be the temporary Pastor of 
Plymouth. 

The Rev. Dr. Abbott announced that he would 
begin a series of sermons on Sunday night for 
the young, showing the conditions necessary tor 
their success. He felt that Mr. Beecher was 
right in his idea that the evening service at 
Piymouth should be a mission service, that is, 
one for those who did not belong to the ehurch. 
The church weuld not now have one single lead- 
er to draw strangers and outsiders tothe church, 
and Dr. Abbott asked the members of the chureh 
to invite friends to come to the evening services. 

The week of prayer will be partially observed 
in Plymouth Church. On Tuesday night there 
will be a meeting at the Bethel Mission, on 
Wednesday one at the Mayflower, and on Thurs- 
day night a young men’s meeting in the ehurch 
parlors.

MOURNING JUDGE RAPALLOS DEATH 

ALBANY, Dec. 30.—The Albany County 
Bar held a memoria) session out of respect for 
the late Judge Rapallo to-day, and named Heram 
E. Sickles, Nathaniel C. Moak, Simon W. Rosen- 
dale, Frederick Harris, and Peyton F. Miller a 
committee to attend the funeral. In his tribute 
the Hon. Matthew Hale said he considered ita 
peculiar compliment to the two remaining mem- 
bers of the original members of the 
Bench—Judges Rapallo and Andrews—when 
they were re-elected as the choice of all 
political parties. In learning, discernment, dis- 
crimination, industry, and uprightness, Mr. 


Hale held that Judge Rapallo was surpassed by 
none. Major Sickles felt keenly the loss of so 
eminent a jurist as Judge Rapallo. He referred 
to the uniform fairness, courtesy, generosity, 
and delicacy with which Judge Rapalio dealt 
with those with whom he came in contact. The 
life and worth of Judge Rapallo furnish a fitting 
illustration for the sacrifices which members of 
the legal profession sometimes make in respond- 
ing to the demands of the people. 

The minute adopted by the Bar contains these 
sentences: 


The Bar of Albany learns with sincere regret of 
the death of Judge Rapallo. From the time of the 
organization of the Court of Appeals in 1870 to the 
present year the judicial duties of Judge Rapallo 
have made him, tor a great pertion of each year, a 
resident of this city. In common with the Bar of 
the entire State we have learned to admire and re- 
spect him for his great ability and uprightness as a 
Judge, but have hadfrom the circumstances above 
alluded to a peculiar opportunity to know him as a 
neighbor and aman and to appreciate the kindness 
ot his heart and the other qualities which won for 
him the affection and regard of all who knew him. 
It has been with deepest sorrow, and with a sense 
of personal loss, that we have learned of his decease. 

Resolved, That in the death of Judge Rapallo the 
high court of which he was a member has lost the 
services of an upright and learned Judge, who by 
his industry, his sound sense, his deep discernment, 
his impartiality, and his couservatisny has done 
much to promote and secure the stab.lfty and cer- 
tainty of the law and to place it upon the firm foun- 
dation of justice and equity. That this city, and 
especially the members of the legal profession 
therein, mourn his Joss as a friend and neighbor.

QUARANTINE 


METHODS. 


A REPORT FINDING THE PROTECTION 
FROM THE PLAGUE. VERY IMPERFECT. 
Mayor Hewitt some time ago requested 

the New-York Academy of Medicine to inquire 

into the methods and operations of the Quaran- 
tine Commission and of Health Officer Smith, 
and to reportto him whether the precautions 
taken by these officers were as ample as they 
should be to guara the city against cholera in- 
fection from foreign ports, and if not to recom- 
mend suchimprovements astheir experience 
and technical knowledge of the subject might 
suggest, tothe end that the city authorities 


might be instructed inthe condition and re- 
quirements of the situation. The Academy of 
Meaicine accepted the commission and appoint- 
eda special committee, of which Dr. C. R. Ag- 
new and Dr. E. G. Janeway were members, to 
execute it. 

This committee is reported to have made a 
most searching examination into the system of 
quarantine pursued, tne methods of the Health 
Otlicer in receiving, isolating, and treating cases 
of contagious Cisease; the processes of disinfec- 
tion of vessels. cargoes, und the effects of pas- 
sengers and crews, and generally into every 
branch of the question. Their labors of inspec- 
tion covered a period of several weeks, and 
about three weeks ago they set about pre- 
paring their report, which was yesterday com- 
pleted and transmitted to the Mayor. Dr. 
Agnew last evening refused to say what 
the character of the report was, and 
what criticisms and recommendations were 
contained in it, because he did not 
think it would be professionally proper 
or courteous to the Mayor. Mayor Hewitt was 
just dismissing ayoung fellow who had appealed 
to him for assistance with a note to a charitable 
organization, and, as the night was cold, with 
the presentofacomfortahie peajacket, when THE 
TIMES’s reporter called upon him for informa 
tion regarding the report. He admitted the com- 
mission to the New-York Academy of Medicine 
upon the subject in question, but said he had not 
yet received the committee’s report and was not 
apprised of its tenor or recommendations. 

From indirect sources it was ascertained that 
the committee found much to censure in the 
methods of the Health Officer and the Quaran- 
tine Commission; that they came very far short 
of affording the community and the country at 
large that protection in the face of an impend- 
ing visitation of the plague which the impor- 
tance of the situation demanded, and that the 
means available for arresting an invasion of 
cholera were too crude and inadequate to be 
safely tolerated. The recommendations of the 
committee are voluminous and exhaustive. 
They go to the very foundation subject and in- 
volve @ complete revolution in the system of 
quarantine, inspection, disinfection, isolation, 
and treatment employed. While the committee 
avoided all possibie criticism and left personali- 
ties altogether out of consideration, it is inti- 
mated that its report is in effect a condemna- 
tion of the present Board of Quarantine Commis- 
sioners and Health Officer more severe than 
that of the State Board of Health.

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ABUSING CITY CHARITY 


A FUND GOING CHIEFLY 
UNWORTHY PERSONS. 
YWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS ANNUAL- 
LY APPROPRIATED FOR COAL FOR 
THE POOR AND HOW IT IS SPENT. 
Among the appropriations made by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, in obe- 
dience to long-éstablished custom rather than to 
the dictates of reason, is one of $20,000 for the 
purchase of coal for distribution in small quanti- 
ties among the poor. The objection lies not in 
the apparent motive nor form of the charity, but 
in the abuses which have crept into its faulty 
administration. Several years ago the man- 
agers of somo of the organized charitable 
societies, notably the Society for the Improve- 
ment of the Condition of the Poor and the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, were invited by 
the Commissioners of Charities and Correction 
te join their visitors in the investigation of the 
npplications for coal from the alleged poor. Sec- 
retary John Bowne yesterday said that they 
found that a large proportion of the applica- 
tions were from unworthy persons. Many of 
the applications which were reported adversely 
by the visitors of the societies they subsequent- 
ly found were allowed, the applications having 
received the indorsement of an Alderman or 


other municipal officer, whose influence was 
more potent than that of the disinterested vis- 
itors of the societies. ' 2 

A year’s experience in this manner of admin - 
istering the coal fund forced the conclusion upon 
the Society for the Improvement of the Condi- 
tion of the Poor thatit was only pernicious in 
fits effects. The fact that once such a favor was 
bestowed upon a family by the authorities led 
the family to depend upon the authorities as a 
constant source of supply. In one instance, illus- 
trative of many similar ones, an ordinarily self- 
supporting family having for two Winters failed 
to secure its supply, made that fact the reason 
for calling upon the Board of Charities and Cor- 
rection to release for itsome clothing that wasin 
pawn forabout $9. Their idea was that they had 
established a credit of about thatsum with the 
authorities in lieu of coal they should havehad and 
did not get. The family was abundantly able to 
pay for its own coal and keep its clothihg out of 
pawn. In view of all these circumstances the 
officera of the Society tor the Improvement of 
the Condition of the Poor refused to longer 
eo-operate with the Boara of Charities a d Cor- 
rection, and protested to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment aguinst any further appro- 

riations for this purpose, offering at the same 

ime to see that every worthy applicant for coal 
was sufficiently supplied without expense to the 
city. : 

Last year, when the usttal estimates of the 
Board of Charities and Correction again in- 
cluded the twenty-thousand-dollar item tor coal 
for free distribution,a letter was sent to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment by James Gal- 
Jatin again protesting against the appropriation. 
Somnch attention was given it that the Commis- 
gioners of Accounts were ordered to investigate 
end report upon the administration of the fund 
and the apportionment and distribution of the 
coal. This report was made only a few days 
ago, and was before the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment when it again had the applica- 
tion for the appropriation before it. From this 
it appears that for the season of 1885-6 all but 
$284 72 of the appropriation was expended. 
For the season of 1886-7, the appropriation 
being as usual $20,000, 376 tons of coal were 
bought in small quantities and} delivered 
above LEighty-fourth-street at nh average 
cost of $5 35 per ton, making $2,009 87; 
2000 tons were contracted for with G. 
W. Winant & Co. at $5 10 per ton and 
of this 1,78712 tons have been delivered at a cost 
of $9,116 25, and $1,083 75 has been retained 
to pay for the remaining 21249 tons. In salaries, 

797 50 has been expended. In 227 instances, 
where coal was sent for delivery, the parties 
‘were not present to receive it and it was carted 
back to the yard at a charge of 3744 centsa load, 
making $79 50 spent for cartage. This made a 
total of $13,086 87 paid out, and left a balance 
of $6,913 13, which was transferred by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment for sup- 
plies and salaries for the Department of Public 
Charitics and Correction. 

The Commissioners of Accounts further report 
that they investigated 400 out of 7,955 cases 
where coal was by the tickets shown to have 
been actually delivered, except that some of the 
tickets were not receipted because the parties 
“could not write,” and found that 233 acknowl- 
edged the receipt of the ceal, and of these 1 was 
a tailor who employed % assistants, and 3 said 
they had received the coal ‘‘from the church.” 
Of the remaining 167 cases 1 was a coal yard, 1 
a storage warehouse, 1 a machine shop, 1 a fac- 
tory, 2‘“*nosuch number,’ 2‘ got no coal,” 3 
“never lived there,” and 1 “house vacant last 
Winter;” 155 had either died, moved, or 
for some other reason could not be 
found. In the Winter of 1885-6 486 of the 
applicants could not be found by the carter, and 
in 1886-7 there were 227 similar cases. The 
explanation was that between the time of ap- 
plication and delivery the parties had moved 
away. ‘The Corporation Counsel, in response te 
the inquiry whether the appropriation was 
within the iaw, reported Dec. l4 and 27, 1886, 
that it was. 

This year, despairing of changing the views of 
the authorities regarding the propriety of the 
appropriation, Mr. Gallatin addressed the Mayor 
the following letter: 

7 WES? THIRTY-EFIGHTH-STRERT, Dec. 28, 1887. 
The Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, Chairman of the Board 
of Estimale and Apportionment : 

MY DEAR Sik: I regret extremely that illness pre- 
vented ny attendance at your office at the time that 
the item of “coal for distribution to the ontdoor 
poor” came up for discuasion. Although I have not 
seen the report of the Commissioners of Accounts on 
the subject, yet Iam satisiied that itmust show that 
the methods adopted by the Commissioners of Chari- 
ties and Correction are not such as to commend them- 
selves to those who are familiar with the difficulties 
of charitable work. I do not, as you know, approve 
of this appropriation as «a matter of principle, 
but since it seems to be inevitable, I am 
anxious to see its bad effects reduced to 
a minimum. I beg leave to suggest, there- 
fore, that an arrangement should be made with the 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction by 
Which your Honor shall be authorized to appointa 
committee, under whose supervision the coal shall 
be distributed through the existing machinery of 
the various charitable organizations of the city. 
This committee should be instructed to make a re- 
port on their work, which would, undoubtedly, be of 
great service as a guide to those responsible for the 
appropriation and expenditare of this fund in fut- 
ure years. Yours very respectfully,

The appropriation was unanimously ap- 
‘proved by the board, and when Mayor Hewitt 
‘was asked regarding his individual views of the 
propriety of the appropriation, he curtly re- 
ferred to his vote in the board as the expres- 
sion of his views.

The application is to present to the Grana Jury a 
charge of larceny against Gould and Sage under 
section 641 of thecode. In my opinion the acts 
with the commission of which the defendants are 
charged constitute acrime. A possible obstacle to a 
successful prosecution of the persons complained of 
is the statute of limitations. Yet there are strong 
reasons for believing that obstacle is not insur- 
mountable. The statute under which itis sought 
to prosecute may be so construed as to enable the 
People to proceed, notwithstanding the statute of 

imitations, and such construction would have much 
support in reason and common sense. The question 
is so close, and the interest involveds here, as well 
of the people as of the defendants, are so important, 
that it seems proper to leave the determination of 
this question of law to the courts. In order to effect 

is result the facts should be laid before the Grand 
ury, aud, if proved, an indictment found and tried.

TESTIMONY FOR STEVENSON. 


WITNESSES WHO HAD SOMETHING TO 
SAY ABOUT CANFIELD. 
Yesterday’s session of the court of inquiry 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard proved to be a field 
day for Pay Inspector Stevenson. He was on 
hand himself with evidence which rudely dis- 
turbed for the time being the sleepy serenity of 
the court. This evidence was given by two ein- 
ployes of the navy yard, and, although the wit- 
nesses were subjected toa rattling cross-exam- 


ination by Judge- Advocate Lemly, they were not 
@ jot shaken as to the substance of the story told 
by them. ‘ : 
The first of these witnesses was Archibald Ful- 
ton, a clerk in the Equipment Department. He 
had already been before the court, but the 
Judge-Advocate stated that he was recalled at 
the request of Pay Inspector Stevenson, who 
would examine him. Fuiton stated that he had 


been in a Saloon in Barclay-street not long since | 


with three men—Monarty, Swanton, and Col- 
ling. Swanton was anemploye of the yard and 
Moriarty had been. All hands had a drink, and 
then the conversation turned upon the testi- 
mony of the witness Canfield, who has all along 
shown himself one of Stevenson’s bitterest ene- 
mies. Collins said that Canfield had made a bull 
of the job, but that he would bave been all right 
if he had only testified as hé had been coached. 
Collins was a contractor—a member of the firm 
of Donovan & Co. The witness was unable to fix 
the date of this conversation, but thought it 
was the day after Cautield had given his testi- 
mony. Moriarty had said: ** Wait till I get hold 
of that big bull, Cantield; Ull tear him apart. 
Then Collins said that the less said in a public 
barroom about the matter the better. Moriarty 
replied that the coaching which Canfield bad re- 
ceived ought to have made him do better than 
he did on the witness stand, Moriarty, witness 
stated, used to be a pay clerk in the navy yard. 
This statement was corroborated by Richard I. 
Swanton, a receiver in the Construction Depart- 
ment, who was also present at the conversation. 

A witness of the name of Bannerman, who an- 
nounced himself as a partner of Driscoll, the 
contractor, who is supposed to have purchased 
the four Harlequin boilers, testified that it was 
his judgment that those boilers were included in 
the dump for which Driscoll paid in all about 
$1,600. He also expressed the opinion that the 
sale of Aug. 30 was as carefully conducted a 
sale a& he had ever known. He was thoroughly 
experienced in such sales. His firm was in the 
habit of buying at sales at the Boston and Phila- 
delphia yards. At the latter yards the buyers 
were accustomed to form a syndicate, the result 
of which was to enable them to obtain goods 
cheaper than could otherwise be done.

MAKING SURE OF AN APPROPRIATION 
oF $1,000,000. 

The State’s artificial waterways are not 
to suffer from lack of attention by the Legislat- 
ure, if their friends can prevent it. An appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 is to be asked for. This 
was settied yesterday at a meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Union for the Improve- 
mentof the Canals of the State of. New-York, 
held in the rooms of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation on Liberty-street. O. B, Potter, 
Chairman of the committee, presided ait the 


meeting, the other members present being Capt. 
Ambrose Snow of this city, De Witt O. Littlejohn 
of Oswego, Frank 8S. Witherbee of Port Henry, 
Frank 8. Gardner, Secretary of the board; Will- 
jam C. Clark of Oswego County, William E, 
Cleary of Brooklyn, and M. Depew of Buffalo, 
the ‘‘ monarch of the inland seize,” as he puts it 
himself, There was no dissent to the plan of 
seeking an appropriation and this was adepted: 
Resolved, That we ask the Legislature to appro- 
priate $1,000,000 for canal improvements, pursuant 
to and in order to carry into effect the following 
resolution adopted at the Oanal Convention held in 
Rochester on the 28th of July last, namely: 
Resolved, That the Executive Committee be di- 
rected and instructed to prepare appropriation vills 
for the action of the Legislature sufliciently large to 
carry on the work of the improvement of the canals 
at the earliest possible date consistent with the 
amount of taxation to be levied on the people of this 
State, dividing the appropriations among the several 
canals aS seems to the committee just, in view of 
their relative importance as indicated by the ton- 
nage carried over them respectively in proportion to 
their length and cost of repairs and maintainment. 
One of the schemes for improvement which 
the union strongly supports is the Seymour plan 
of doubling the length of locks, thus passing two 
boats instead of one at one lockage. In a general 
way the Erie Canal is held to need longer locks 
more than anything else, while the Champlain 
Canal should be deepened 12d broadened. 
Messrs. Potter, Witherbee, and Littlejohn were 
appointed a committee to consult Superintend- 
ent of Public Works Shanahan as to the proper 
distribution of the money when it is appropri- 
ated by the State. The Executive Committee 
believes thatit will securethe appropriation. 
Senator Cantor has agreed to introduce the coir- 
mittee’s billin the Senate. In previous years 
$778,000 has been appropriated for canal im- 
provements.

be PERE 
HANDSOMELY ENGROSSED RESOLUTIONS 
TO BE GIVEN HIS WIDOW. 

The New-York Municipal Council of the 
Irish National League intend soon to present to 
Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher a set of resolutions 
expressing the sympathy and regret of the 
eociety for the death of her husband and its re- 
spect for hismemory. These resolutions are 
drawn upon heavy parchment, fastened in the 
form of a banner upon a stick of dark-colored 
wood, either end being mounted with knobs 
of brass. When unrolled it presents an 
effective appearance with the white silver 
fringe at the top and bottomof the 15 by 18 
inch sheet. The text of the resolutions is writ- 
ten in elaborate and delicately-tinted lettering, 


and scrollwork of intricate design fills each of 
the four coruers, while at the head of the whole 
testimonial a large eagle with spreading wings 
bears inits beak a wreath surrounding the letter 
B and an inverted torch. In its talons it holds 
the Irish and American flags draped with crape. 
Above the eagle is the word “ Freedom,” and be- 
low it in graceful scroll is the phrase, ** He lived 
not for an age, but forall time.’ The letter- 
ing is admirably done in different colored inks, 
which produce, 80 well are they chosen, a gener- 
al effect which is artistic and pleasing. In 
the centre of the textisthe name of the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher, in large inch letters of the 
well-known Gothic style used in church inscrip- 
tions, while along the margin, relieving the 
ornate tracery of the scrollwork are green-tint- 
ed palms erossed over wreaths of immortelles 
and bound to them by bows of crape.

YOUNG BALDWIN CHOOSES A QUEER 
PLACE TO SHOOT HIMSELF. 

A cab driven by James McCovey was 
hailed at Fifteenth-street and Union-square by 
a well-dressed young man at 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, who ordered McCovey to drive across 
the bridge to Brooklyn as rapidly as possible, 
When the cab reaclied the Brooklyn tower there 
was the sound of a shot, and the driver found 
that his passenger had shot himself in the right 
temple. He was still alive, but unconscious, 
when he was driven to the Sands-street station 


house. In his pockets were found a silver 
watch, $1 06, a Christmas ecard, four pho- 
tographs, and two letters addressed to 
KE. C. Baldwin, 170 Clinton-street. One of the 
photographs was of the wounded man, another 
of a young man. apparently about 25 years old, 
and the other two of young Englishwomen. The 


; Christmas card was niarked ‘*‘ With the compli- 


ments of W. H. B.” At the City Hospital, to 
which the wounded man was removed, he died 
last nignt at 9 o’clock. 

The suicide was found to be Edward 0. Bold- 
win, a young Englishman, who boarded 
until a few days ago at 170 Clinton-street, 
Brooklyn, with Edward Langley, his friend. He 
moved last week to 90 East Ninth-street, New- 
York. At the Clinton-street house yesterday 
Mrs. Munson, the landlady, said that Mr. Bald- 
win, in her opinion, was partially demented. He 
had had some love affair, she knew, and his 
yarents, in order to break it off, had compelled 

im to give up his position, and had bought him 
a ticket for Liverpool. While she was talking, 
an expressman came for Baldwin’s trunks to 
take them to the Gallia, which is to sail to-day. 
The ticket had been purchased, it was ex- 
plained, only an hour before, the money being 
supplied by friends of Baldwin, who considered 
him insane. 

Baldwin was employed by G. W. Bassett of 
Park-place, New-York, and to him he wrote a 
day or so ago resigning his position and stating 
that he intended to kill himself. He made the 
same threat to some of his friends, but they 
tried to ridicule him ont of the idea. There isa 
woman in the case, of course. She is Maud 
Fanning, the pretty daughter of Mrs. Fanning, 
a widow, living at 152 Lawrence-street, to 
whom he had shown much attention. Baldwin 
had disappeared suddenly a week ago, Mrs. 
Fanning said, leaving a letter addressed to her 
daughter bidding her good-bye, and stating that 
he had decided to kill himself. Mrs. Fanning 
and her daughter paid little attention to the let- 
ter and considered Mr. Baldwin insane,

JUSTICE CLANCY’S LAW. 
ONE REASON WHY SOME STREET OB- 
STRUCTIONS ARE NOT REMOVED. 
The city demands $45 from August Plath 
for obstructing the streets. Plath had two iron 
posts in front of his place, and persisted in keep- 
ing them there until five complaints were made. 
Corporation Attorney Boyd took the case before 
Justice Clancy 10 days ago. Plath’s counsel 
moved thatit be dismissed on the ground that 
the ordinance was penal. He maintained that the 


statute makes violation of a corporation ordi- 
nauce a misdemeanor ana that over misdemean- 
ors acivil court has no jurisdiction. He teld 
Judge Clancy that his client would not pay a 
tine if it were imposed and would bring suit 
against the Judge if he were imprisoned tor non- 
payment. The Judge took the matter under con- 
sideration and on Thursday announced that he 
would not impose the fine. 

There are about 200 cases of violations of the 
same kind waiting to be tried in the same court. 
Corporation Attorney Boyd said yesterday: “I 
was not at all surprised at Judge Clancy’s 
action. Itis quite consistent with his repeated 
attempts during the last six months to prevent 
the enforcement of these laws against street ob- 
struction. As soon as he gave his decision I 
took steps to have the case taken before the 
General Term of the Court of Common Pleas. 
Justice Clancy must do his duty or we will know 
why. I shall try to have the case settled as 
quickly as possible. We are bound to have the 
law enforced. This will be made a test case to 
see Whether Justice Clancy can refuse to en- 
force it.”

GILMAN-—HIS LEGACY. 

Surrogate Rollinsis busily engaged in dis- 
posing of the business of the Surrogate’s office, 
in order that his successor may encounter no 
more “old snags’ than can possibly be helped. 
One of the ‘fold snags” is the case of the estate 
ot Nathaniel Gilman, who died in Waterville, 
Me.,in December, 1859. He was a rich man, 
who left two broods of children and a widow. 
His personal property amounted to about $100,- 
000, and his real estate to agood deal more. 
Althongh he died in Waterville, and his second 
wife and her children tived with him there, he 
had been a long-continued resident 0; New-York, 
and his children by his first wife live. here. By 
a eodicil to his will, which he executed on the 
day of his death, Mr. Gilman set himself up as 
ot New-York. By his will be merely left his 
property to his heirs and next of kin, making no 
special bequests, 

The fight among the heirs began as soon as 
he was buried. The first wife’s children wanted 
the will probated in New-York; the widow and 
children wanted the estate settled in Maine. 
The elder branch had this advantage—that their 
father’s personal property, most of it in the form 
o/ United States bonds, was, in this city in the 
possession of Charles McClellan, who married a 
daughter of the first wife. So, finally, the Sur- 
rogate’s Court of this city took control of the 
property—at least the personal part of it—and 
surrogate after Surrogate has wrestled with it 
ever since. The snarl has been sent to 
Referees to disentangle four or five times; 
but, like Jarndyce against Jarndyce and 
Peebles against Plainstanes, it returned 
from the hands of these learned gentlemen in a 
worse state than ever. One of the beirs is 
eharged with having “skipped” to Europe with 
some of the bonds, and another, a woman, is 
charged with collecting $10,000 belonging to 
the estate, and to have kept it for her own use.

Tuscarora Indiane wearing civilized garb and: 


behaving themselves in a perfectly decorous 
manner. The other half consisted of coal-black 
negroes attired in faultless black broadcloth, 
with shirt fronts and cuffs of dazzling 
white. The party is going to London, 
where its members are to intensify the 
realism of the Niagara Cyclorama, which is 


to open in that city about the beginning of 
February. They will be the leading attractions 
in the exemplification of American life which is 
to be supplied asa free exhibition in the front 
building. Here will be found a genuine Amer- 
ican bar and restaurant and a wigwam, where 
the native Tuscarora buck, squaw, and papoose 
can be seen in all the glories of buckskin and 
porcupine quill. 

At present the Indians in the party are known 
by the prosaic names of George D. Rickard, a 
sub-chief of the tribe; Eli Cusick, and Mrs, 
Rachel Smith and her two daughters, Lucinda 
and Abigail, the last one having with her a re- 
markably pretty 6-months-old baby named 
Minnehaha.

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WOMEN STORMED THE WRECK.
